To the Honorable^ the Legislature of the StcUe of Washington: 

Gentlemen — Incompliance with the provisions of section four, 
act of the legislature approved March 27, 1890, entitled <*An act 
relating to the duties of state auditor, and providing for his salary 
and assistants, and declaring an emergency," I have the honor here- 
with to submit the biennial report of this department, relating 
specially to the finances of the state, for the fiscal term ending 
October 31, 1892. 

The law makes it the duty of the state auditor **to digest, pre- 
pare and report to the legislature at the commencement of each 
biennial session." The law also provides that the report shall be 
printed and delivered to the governor for his transmission to the 
legislature, but fixes no date on which it shall close. The last reg- 
ular report from this department covered a period from the begin- 
ning of the state government, November 18, 1889, to October 31, 
1890, inclusive. 

In view of the large number of tabulations and statistical data 
necessary to incorporate into this report, in order to present an in- 
telligent summary of the business transactions of this department, 
and to have the same submitted in printed form at the commence- 
ment of the session of the legislature, it is necessary that the report 
shall close not later than October 31, 1892. 

The general arrangement and character of statements in this report 
will be substantially the same in form as those heretofore sub- 
mitted from this oflSce. These will comprise such exhibits and spe- 
cial notations as shall be deemed necessary, in compliance with law, 
to a clear and comprehensive understanding of the fiscal affairs of the 
state; the present and prospective condition of the several desig- 
nated funds, the sources from which received, and purposes for 
which designed and disbursed; estimates of the probable amount 
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of revenues to be derived from various sources under existing laws, 
and the amounts of public expenditures for the next succeeding bien- 
nial term; the character and full amount of all appropriations of money 
made by the legislature of 1891, the amount paid under the same, and 
the balances unexpended on the 3Jst day of October, 1892. A tab- 
ulated statement will also be submitted showing balances of des- 
ignated appropriations, made by previous legislative enactment, and 
unexpended October 31, 1890; the amounts paid therefrom since 
that date, and the balances unexpended, amounting to $28,014.39, 
which, under section 4 of article 8 of the state constitution, has 
reverted to the treasury. Tables relating to the census enumera- 
tion of the inhabitants of the state for the year 1892, and other 
matters of state interest will be submitted. 

In addition to the foregoing there will appear, as provided by 
law, the reports of the state board of equalization of taxes for the 
years 1891 and 1892. 

In the statements of receipts and disbursements to follow, the 
transactions of each year's work will be separately shown, and in 
quarterly exhibits, for the full biennial term — November 1, 1890, 
to October 31, 1891, and November 1, 1891, to October 31, 1892. 

By reference to my report on the finances of the istate for the 
year ending October 31, 1890, it is shown that the aggregate cash 
balance in the treasury, to the credit of the several funds then ex- 
isting, amounted to the sum of $35,738.17, as follows:

The amount of balance credited to the tide land fund was incor- 
rectly stated. It should have been stated at $17, 7 17. 62, the difference 
being the sum of $742.50, which constituted a special deposit, un- 
der the tide land law, for surveying and appraising tide lands, and 
was only held by the state treasurer in trust for that purpose. 

Of the above balances, as stated, only the amounts credited to 
the general and military funds, aggregating the sum of $4,573.41, 
was available under the law toward the liquidation of the then 
existing state indebtedness. 

The aggregate amount of state indebtedness at the close of my 
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last report, October 31, 1890, was stated at $575,006.24, and item- 
ized as follows:

The following is a brief summary of the present financial condi- 
tion, together with the estimated condition of the treasury at the 
close of the fiscal term, for which appropriations have been made 
by the legislature, namely, March 31, 1893. Also, estimated re- 
ceipts and disbursements for the next succeeding biennial term. 
These will be followed by statements and explanatory exhibits in 
detail, giving special sources of receipts and the objects for which 
disbursed, further along in this report.

A summary of cash balances of the several designated funds 
comprising the above aggregate cash balance will be shown by 
reference to Exhibit ^*M" understatement II, the principal amount 
of which (about 4-7) is permanent school funds, $83,621.26. The 
balance on hand in the general fund at this date is $18,026.49; in 
the military fund, 11,061.95. These latter are the only cash bal- 
ances in the summary referred to that are at present available in 
the payment of any state indebtedness, except $4,626.45 of interest 
funds, applicable to the payment of interest as it falls due on state 
bonds. 
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STATE INDEBTEDNESS. 

Under General Statements III and IV, further along in this re- 
port, will be presented detailed exhibits of the resoarces and liabili- 
ties of the state, with the approximate state indebtedness on October 
31, 1892; also an estimate in general of its financial condition at the 
close of the fiscal term, for which appropriations have been made 
by the legislature, viz., March 31, 1893.

It may be proper to remark at this time that occasional estimates 
sent out from this department during the year showing balances on 
hand of the several fund accounts, and the balance that would 
probably be in the treasury at the close of the fiscal term, were 
based on data then at hand. No deficiencies in the appropriations 
were taken into the account of these estimates, as it was then im- 
possible to form an estimate of their amount, nor could it be done 
until the data was reported by the several state institutions, which 
has subsequently been received. This will reasonably account for 
any apparent discrepancy in estimates sent out from this depart- 
ment. 
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COMPARATIVE STATEMENT -.1890-1892. 

It will be understood that the bonded indebtedness of the state 
has undergone no change since the date of my last report, the in- 
terest coupons having been paid promptly when due, upon presenta- 
tion. 

The present condition of the floating debt (exclusive of interest 
not computed) for which warrants have been issued, compared with 
the floating debt of the state on the 31st day of October, 1890, is 
as follows:

There must also be added to the above, on general fund account, 
the sum of $13,500, for audited claims against the state treasury on 
account of deficiencies in appropriations; and also for expenses and 
services rendered in pursuance of law, but for which no appropria- 
tions of money have been made by the legislature. These claims 
were audited and certificates of indebtedness issued under section 
22 of the act relating to the duties of state auditor, approved March 
27, 1890.

It will be seen by reference to General Statement IV, of this re- 
port, that the total estimated general fund debt at the close of the 
fiscal term ending March 31, 1893, including deficiencies in appro- 
priations, was stated at $509,i67 68

It will be observed that the foregoing comparative statements 
refer only to the general and military funds — the latter statement 
to the general fund only. 

It is not practicable to make comparative statements affording 
any information in respect to other designated funds of the state 
treasury, as they are special in character, and are largely dependent 
upon legislative action and control, by appropriations from the gen- 
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eral fund. The present condition of those special funds may be 
seen by reference to statements and exhibits following in this 
report. 

Considering the estimated financial resources of the state, which 
were noted in the last general report from this department to the 
legislature, it is well perhaps to refer here to the relatively large 
increase of the state debt daring the past two years, and the prob- 
able condition of the treasury on March 31, 1893, compared with 
the estimate of two years ago. It was thought at that time that in 
view of the rapidly increasing resources of the state, and that by 
the exercise of prudence and economy the state would not only be 
free from any floating debt, but, by continuing the same rates of 
taxation, have a considerable amount of surplus cash in the treas- 
ury. The sequel proves very conclusively the inaccurary of that 
estimate. The subject suggests some inquiry into the causes of 
this result. 

That our present state laws, in not a few particulars, and in a 
measure not unjustly, have been made the subject of criticism by 
many well informed citizens cannot be denied. Of course, no one 
expects to find a perfect law. A search for the true ** philosopher's 
stone" would doubtless not be any the less successful. There is 
perhaps no law or system of laws within the whole range of the 
civil code which more closely and directly affect the material in- 
terests of the citizen or the commonwealth than those which relate 
to finance. And to these, of all others, in their every feature, 
framework and bearing, should be given the closest possible atten- 
tion, as well as wise consideration, in their enactment. Unfortu- 
nately, during the sessions of our territorial and state legislatures 
for some years past, the passage of the greater number of our laws 
relating to revenue and the disbursement of public funds have been 
delayed until near the close of the session, and thus rushed through 
without consideration, and apparently regardless of consequences. 
Some of our laws relating to finance and the disbursement of 
money, passed by the last legislature, I regret to say, in some re- 
spects at least, are a travesty on statesmanship and good judgment, 
for we must take it for granted that these are important factors 
(not doubting sincerity of purpose or motive) which tend to pro- 
mote wholesome legislation. Laws, the reasonable construction of 
which, that give directly or indirectly unlimited privileges to incur 
expenses against the state and to disburse funds for their payment, 
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and for the payment of salaries to employes or others, unrestricted 
only, if at all, by the amount appropriated or set apart for such 
purposes by the legislature, and this, too, outside the regular 
auditing channel of the state, are laws not conducive to the best 
interests of the state. Such privileges, though constructively sanc- 
tioned by law and honestly and faithfully administered, are seldom 
free from criticism in their practice, because of the constant tempta- 
tion to abuse. They open up to the public mind avenues suspicious 
and distrustful of fraud. Their trend is toward the destruction of 
public confidence in all pretended prudence and economy in the ad- 
ministration of the fiscal affairs of the state government. This is 
not all. They are an expensive luxury — expensive to the state, 
contributing uselessly towards swelling the state's indebtedness in 
the payment of a large amount of interest on state warrants required 
to be issued in advance of actual expenses incurred, which warrants, 
with evident delectation and profit, pass into the hands of bankers 
and money loaners. 

The money thus practically diverted from the treasury and the 
regular channel of disbursement, not only involves the payment of 
advanced interest, before actual disbursement, but relatively in- 
creases the rate of interest, by delaying the redemption of a large 
amount of outstanding warrants. Except upon occasions of an ex- 
traordinary nature, restricted by clearly defined limitations of law, 
disbursements of the public moneys of the state should only, in my 
opinion, be tolerated through the regular channel; namely, upon 
accounts an^i vouchers audited and allowed by the auditor, and 
warrants issued therefor upon the treasurer, and never in advance 
of services performed or expenses incurred. 

In the above references allusion is made to those laws, or par- 
ticular provisions of law, making appropriations for the support 
of the schools for the defective youth, and the feeble minded 
youth; for the board of horticulture, agricultural college, state uni- 
versity, and the World's Columbian Exposition. 

But there are other causes which have contributed toward this 
increase of our state debt beyond a reasonable anticipation. A few of 
the more noteworthy will be here mentioned. Take, for instance, 
the item of public printing. There are practically no limitations 
or restrictions provided by law upon any of the state departments, 
or any of the several state institutions, boards, or other agencies of 
the state, in the amount of printing, if, indeed, the character of the 
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work that these state offices, boards, or public institutions may 
order or demand of the public printer. The result has been, in 
my judgment, in much useless, if not lavish, waste of the public 
funds from this cause. I am -credibly informed that the printing 
orders and work done for the agricultural college has required 
tons of material, perhaps five fold over actual necessity upon a 
liberal basis of economy. I cite this case only as an illustration. 
There are others, but probably not relatively so extravagant. 

The amount of appropriation for public printing for the two 
years ending March 31, 1893, was $60,000. This estimate was 
deemed to be sufficient, but from present indications the amount of 
deficiency at the close of that term will amount to fully twenty- 
five thousand dollars. The cost of the public printing has also 
been largely increased, and unavoidably so, by the greatly increased 
number of assessment and tax books, detailed blank forms and 
schedules to supply the several counties and the corporation tax- 
payers of the state — an increase made necessary largely under the 
new system of ''numerical assessment" of real property values. 

Reference to this public printing question and suggestions for 
remedial action by the legislature will, in connection with other 
subjects, be made following the tabulations in this report. 

Except in the particulars chiefly hereinbefore alluded to, we be- 
lieve that this comparative increase of the state debt is not at- 
tributable to, nor does it result from, any considerable increase of 
the ordinary expenses of the state, in the payment of salaries, the 
support of the judiciary, the maintenance of state institutions, or 
in general in providing for and making payment of the other cur- 
rent expenses incident to the several branches of the state govern- 
ment more than should reasonably and naturally result from the 
rapid and continuous growth of the material and business interests 
of the state, which correspondingly involve additional expense and 
labor upon and throughout its several departments. But the prin- 
cipal causes which have contributed to the present conditions of 
the state's finances will appear in the following explanation. 

It will be seen from a statement appearing in this report that 
the total amount of appropriations made upon the general fund of 
the treasury for the fiscal term ending March 31, 1893, amounted 
to the sum of |1, 840, 577. 00. By a close estimate and comparison 
of the items making up this amount it appears that only about 
$1,115,873.00 was applicable to the general and ordinary expenses 
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incident to the maintenance of the state government, the payment 
of salaries, etc. The remaining balance of amount appropriated, 
namely, 1*724, '704. 00, was essentially, if not wholly, for purposes 
of an extraordinary character, and outside the usual channel of state 
expenditures. Many apparently good and substantial reasons 
might be advanced for a large proportion of these extraordinary 
appropriations, chiefly in view of the fact of our state's incipient 
condition with respect to its public institutions of a charitable, 
educational, reformatory and penal nature for which increased ac- 
commodations and enlarged provisions for necessities of the near 
future seemed clearly apparent. 

While these considerations are noble and patriotic, and a large 
proportion of the appropriations wise and necessary, yet, there is a 
very grave question in my mind as to the policy of so heavy a drain 
upon our state's exchequer, or financial ability, at this early period 
of its history. Assuming that the appropriations would all, or 
chiefly so, be needed in the course of a few years, it doubtless 
would have been better to have administered a considerable propor- 
tion of these appropriations in ''homeopathic doses" for the pres- 
ent. Their necessities would be more clearly developed by the 
postponement; money, both in principal and interest, saved to the 
state, and the necessities of taxation upon the citizen property 
owner lightened. There is, in my opinion, other sensible reasons 
for the postponement of much of this appropriation of public funds 
upon the credit of the state. (1) The necessities for the schools for 
the defective youth, the feeble minded youth, and relatively some 
other institutions of the state did not really justify such lavish ex- 
penditures. ( 2 ) The resources of the state, though vast in extent 
and variety, are quite limited in development and as yet yield but 
little revenue towards the support of the government. (3) The 
revenues collected for the support of the state government are 
principally derived from ad valorem taxation. To my mind there 
seems no justifiable reason for any taxation to an extent greater 
than that which would amply meet the present exigencies of gov- 
ernment and to provide for its support upon wise measures of 
economy and conservatism. Any other system forebodes evil con- 
sequences. In many instances it enervates business methods and 
enterprises; offers a premium to wasteful extravagance on the part 
of the favored few, and becomes a burden to the many. 

In concluding this subject it seems to me quite apparent, after a 
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careful consideration of the whole question, that the present as well 
as the prospective debt of the state at the close of the biennial term 
for which appropriations have been made, results chiefly from care- 
lessly framed laws by the legislature in respect to disbursements of 
the funds of the state; a measure of extravagance in some respects, 
and from extraordinary appropriations by the last session of the 
legislature, the necessity for which in some measure at least, seems 
to me indefensible. 

Complete schedules of all appropriations herein referred to will 
be found by reference to General Statements V and VI of this 
report. 

ESTIMATED RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS— 1893-1895. 

The attention of the legislature is respectfully called to General 
Statement VII of this report, showing estimated receipts and dis- 
bursements of revenue for the biennial term ending March 31, 1895. 

The estimated property valuations for the two years commenc- 
ing with April 1, 1893, and ending March 31, 1895, are placed at a 
low figure, perhaps not greater than sixty per centum of the true 
value of taxable property in the state, if properly listed and rated 
for taxation. We present some of the reasons that have suggested 
this low estimate. 

1. It is always best to be on the safe side of any proposition, 
and in this instance, estimated revenues for the support of the gov- 
ernment should be placed upon a basis giving assurance beyond the 
possibilities of doubt that the actual, or even greater, amount of 
receipts will be paid into the treasury. 

2. Experience has demonstrated that in annual assessment re- 
turns from counties it is not always safe to depend with certainty 
upon what we may reasonably suppose to be the true or approxi- 
mate property valuations of the state. 

3. No well informed person can reasonably question the fact 
that the state, in all its material interests, is in a highly prosperous 
condition; that measurable advancement in wealth and population 
has continued during the past year; that multiplied industries are 
being established and continuously growing in importance; that 
property values have correspondingly increased, and that the actual 
and tangible resources for purposes of taxation have suffered no 
diminution, but, on the contrary, have in a relative degree been en- 
larged. This must be gratifying to all worthy citizens of the state. 
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But let us examine for a moment the returns of equalized property 
valuations submitted in this report for the present year (1892), 
based upon assessors' returns from the several counties. It will 
be seen that there is an apparent shrinkage of real and personal 
values in the state, exclusive of all railroads or railroad property 
listed for taxation, of $45,3*73,242 since the preceding annual re- 
turn, 1891. This is marvelous. We cannot believe that there is 
any justifiable cause for this result, or that it is a true representa- 
tion of the condition of property values now existing in this state; 
it should show a marked increase ( as in the case of railroad prop- 
erty) instead of a decrease. 

Again, excluding all kinds and classes of railroad property from 
the count, the total value of property, real and personal, as returned 
to and equalized by the state board in 1891, was $319,016,341; 
this year (1892) it was returned and equalized at $273,642,099. 
This can only be accounted for from two causes, either that a large 
percentage of property was not listed, or that extremely low valua- 
tions were placed on the property. The shrinkage in Pierce county 
amounts to nearly seventeen millions, in King to about seven mil- 
lions, in Spokane approximately six millions, and in other counties, 
with one or two exceptions, in a diminishing grade. 

We have endeavored to place the estimated receipts and disburse- 
ments for the next succeeding biennial term upon a reasonable and 
conservative basis, with the rate for general fund taxation at 2^ 
mills on the dollar. A summary of these estimates shows the fol- 
lowing result :

Reference was made on page 9 to certificates issued by this office 
for audited claims against the state under section 22 of the act re- 
lating to and defining the duties of state auditor. A portion of 
these claims were for services and expenses required or authorized 
by law for which no appropriations were made by the legislature; 
others were for services performed or expenses incurred in excess 
of the appropriations made therefor. A complete list of these cer- 
tificates and the nature of the claims presented will be submitted 
to the legislature after it convenes, as the number of these claims 
is continually increasing and only a partial and imperfect list could 
be presented at this time. These claims will await the action of 
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the legislature before warrants can be issued or any payment be 
made therefor from the public treasury. 

DEFICIENCY IN APPROPRIATIONS. 

Notwithstanding the gross sum appropriated by the last biennial 
session of the state legislature, the amounts appropriated for sev- 
eral purposes, specified by law, were insufficient, and it is estimated 
that at the close of the fiscal term ending March 31, 1893, this ag- 
gregate deficiency will amount to the sum of $228,200.65. 

As a partial offset to the above, it is estimated that fully $177,000 
of the total amount appropriated will not be used, but, by opera- 
tion of the law, revert to the treasury May 1, 1893. 

SOME OTHER MATTERS. 

Section 4 of the act relating to the duties of the state auditor, 
among other requirements, provides that he shall submit such plans 
as he may deem expedient for the support of the public credit, for 
lessening the public expenses, for using the public money to the 
best advantage, for promoting frugality and economy i/i public of- 
fices, and generally for the better management and more perfect 
understanding of the financial affairs of the state. 

Many of the foregoing suggestions and remarks may be consid- 
ered directly or indirectly responsive to the above mentioned re- 
quirements of law. There are still other matters which, perhaps, 
come within the legitimate purview of this report, and to which it 
might not be amiss to call the attention of the law-making power. 
Some of these subjects we regard as essentially important, and to 
which brief reference will be made under the head of *« General 
Remarks," following the tabulated statements, detailed exhibits, 
etc., of this report, which are herewith presented.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 



Before proceeding with any particular notations under this head^ 
I respectfully invite attention to the foregoing tabulated statements 
and exhibits. It is believed they will present to view a reasonably 
clear and comprehensive understanding of the financial condition of 
the state. Some matters, comprising statistics for public reference, 
though perhaps not directly required by law, I have deemed it im- 
portant and advisable to present. Much of detail representing the 
management of the clerical work, the business methods, the volume 
of official correspondence, often complex in its nature, and other 
matters incident to the fiscal affairs of the state, have been omitted. 
Enough, however, has been shown to be sufficiently suggestive of 
the large measure of increase of the business transactions of this 
department, during the past two years, over that of any former cor- 
responding period of time. 

It is not my purpose to make any extended remarks under this 
head. Brief allusion will be made to several subjects upon which 
it is believed new or remedial legislation is greatly needed. Refer- 
ence, inferentially at least, has been made to defects in several of 
oar state laws relating to finance. Others will also be' mentioned* 

It may not be improper here to remark that any officer whose 
duty it is to carry out the provisions of a law or laws, if honest in 
his purpose, cannot free himself from a conscious responsibility that 
is at all times subject to the requirements imposed by his official 
position. Laws, which sometimes impose duties with a just and 
laudable purpose in view, are often so defective in construction and 
detail as to render them either ineffectual for the purpose intended, 
or would be absurd in results, if literally enforced. In not a few 
instances constitutional conflicts are apparent. These entail annoy- 
ance and embarrassment. To the departmental officers are com- 
mitted important trusts of the state. These should be as sacredly 
guarded and protected as were they his own, and legally more so, 
for in the exercise of his official functions he deals with most all

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classes and conditions of men, and nothing at variance with exact 
legal justice and impartiality should be tolerated in his department. 
In my references to some of the defective state laws, relating to 
finance especially, such suggestions and recommendations will be 
made as appear proper in the interest of *' economy and frugality, '' 
and such as may in my judgment conduce to the welfare of the 
state, and insure a more successful management of its fiscal affairs. 

REVENUE LAW. 

What the state needs perhaps most at this time is good, whole- 
some revenue legislation. A general revenue law, to supersede or 
take the place of the law of 1890, was passed at the last session of 
the legislature, approved March 9, 1891. This law reSnacted many 
provisions of the old law, made some changes in other provisions, 
and introduced some new features hitherto untried in this state. 
Some of these changes and new provisions relate to the methods of 
listing property for assessment and taxation; the practical exemp- 
tion, with evident intent to exclude from enumeration in the detail 
list, certain classes of personal property from assessment and taxa- 
tion; the taxation of banks and banking institutions, etc. Per- 
haps the most radical change is that which relates to delinquent 
taxes and the legal measures employed to enforce their collection. 
This law, during its consideration before the last legislature, was 
the result of a compromise measure, or bill, introduced and substi- 
tuted for two other bills pending before the legislature, covering 
the same subject. It was considered chiefly and finally agreed 
upon by the committees on revenue and taxation of the two houses, 
in joint sessions, and was supposed to be harmonious and consistent 
in all its provisions. The law has, however, been made the sub- 
ject of much complaint before this department. Much of this com- 
plaint is trivial and not specially noteworthy. Brief mention 
further along will be made respecting some needed reforms and im- 
portant changes which, in my judgment, should be made in the law. 

As remarked in my report of two years ago, it is doubtful whether 
there is any problem in the realm of political economy so difficult 
of satisfactory solution as to what is the best method of taxation. 
Revenue laws should be clear and explicit, of no doubtful meaning 
in their provisions, and yet so well guarded in all respects as to in- 
sure the proper listing of all property not specially exempted from 
taxation, to the end that uniformity and equality shall be vigor- 
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ously observed io respect to each class of property throughout the 
state. 

With respect to needed changes, or a general revision, of the 
present revenue law, I have respectfully to say, that I do not be- 
lieve it wise, or good policy, to undertake to enact a new revenue 
law, or to make any material change in the present system in rela- 
tion to assessment and taxation, except probably in one particular 
to which reference will be made hereafter. The practice in years 
past of enacting a new revenue law at almost each returning ses> 
sion of our territorial and state legislatures, has generally failed of 
good results. Glaring errors or defects can be more readily healed 
by remedial legislation, with less time and expense, and with far 
less danger to many good features of the law. If the system be a 
good one and meets with general acceptance, by the test of experi- 
ence, maintain its standard, and only *'hew to the line" in order 
to make it perfect in all its features, rather than risk the conse- 
quences of its overthrow by any new or untried theory. Then 
again, familiarity with the law not only lessens or removes many 
of its apparently obnoxious features, but suggests needed changes, 
when exigencies demand them. 

A few of those features of the present law, concerning which 
special complaint has been brought before this department, I will 
here notice briefly: 

1. The exemption of credits from taxation, and the absence of 
any correlative provision of law allowing deductions of bona fide 
debts from assets subject to taxation. I am fully aware of the 
platitudes of argument and theories of reasoning that are prevalent, 
and that may yet find reiteration in support of this feature of our 
revenue law, now existing. It is alleged that the taxing of credits 
drives capital from the state, retards investments that open up 
profitable employment to the laborer, imposes greatly increased 
burdens on the poor and especially those whose temporary neces- 
sities might be successfully bridged over by small sums of money 
at low rates of interest, etc. But this can only be true in a limited 
sense. It does not change the fact that the exemption of credits 
from taxation imposes unjust and unequal taxation, violates the 
spirit and contradicts the letter of the organic law, throws the bur- 
dens of taxation upon the poor or those who are struggling under 
financial embarrassment, while it is made possible for the creditor 
ojr capitalist (and they are not to blame for embracing the legal op- 
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portunity) to go ''scot free" from the payment of any taxes for 
the support of the government. Under our present law any resi- 
dent or non-resident, being the fortunate possessor of his hundreds 
of thousands, in cash, may invest every dollar in this state, flaunt 
his credits or other securities in the faces of the officers of the law 
with impunity, if so disposed, and go in peace, having no disturbing 
<jue8tions of tax obligations to encounter. The law should be 
changed, made equitable and just ''though the heavens fall." 
Every citizen, corporation or property owner in the state should 
be compelled to pay ad valorem taxes in just and equal proportion 
to his or their actual wealth, no more, no less. 

2. In the detail list, or schedule, as shown in sec. 16 of the 
revenue law, several of the classified items of personal property 
designated as subject to taxation do not harmonize with succeeding 
sections of the law. These inconsistencies are troublesome and 
<3onfusing to assessors and should be removed. 

3. Those provisions of the law relating to the taxation of banks 
and banking institutions have been made the subject of much 
<3riticism, and in some instances caused trouble and annoyance to 
county officers in attempts to enforce the law. It is alleged that, 
in respect to national banks, the law is in conflict with the bank- 
ing laws of the United States. I respectfully call the attention of 
the legislature to this matter. 

4. I also invite attention to sees. 90 and 91 of the revenue law, 
which require the county treasurers to make settlements and pay 
over moneys to the state treasurer. These sections are defective, 
and for economical reasons, in the saving of interest to the state, 
need revision. While it is enjoined upon the treasurer to make 
full quarterly settlements with the county auditor, he is only re- 
quired to make semi-annual returns of his collections and payment 
of moneys belonging to the state, to the state treasurer. This is 
not only prejudicial to the interests of the state, but is a grievous 
wrong. It serves as a tempting inducement to the improper use of 
state funds while presumably lying idle in the custody of the 
treasurer. By this means large amounts, in the aggregate at least, 
are withheld from the state treasury, which, if paid over promptly 
would greatly lesson the amount of accumulating interest and 
hasten the redemption of outstanding warrants. I would respect- 
fully recommend that said sections 90 and 91 be revised and 
amended, and would suggest, as a remedy for the evils men- 
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tioned, as follows: That the state auditor be immediately no- 
tified by the county auditor of the result of the several quarterly 
settlements made with the county treasurer, as provided in sec. 90 
of the revenue law, and that the state auditor be required to certify 
to the state treasurer on or before the 15th day of January, April, 
July and October, respectively, of each year, the amount of state 
funds in the hands of the several county treasurers, as shown by 
the quarterly reports of the county auditor, and that the state 
treasurer be authorized to draw a bank draft on each county 
treasurer, respectively, for the full amount of state funds in his 
hands or possession. Should any county treasurer fail or refuse to 
honor such draft, or make payment of the amount thereof, except 
in case of manifest error, he shall be deemed guilty of non-feasance 
in office, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished according 
to law. 

5. Passing several other provisions of the revenue law of more 
or less import, concerning which criticism has been resorted to, or 
appeals for interpretation and construction sought through this de- 
partment, I refer briefly to the provisions of the law relating to 
delinquent taxes and the procedure for legal enforcements of their 
collections. These provisions have not escaped some criticism. I 
am clearly of the opinion, however, that those provisions, with 
modifications in a few particulars only, are equitable and just. 
Honesty, unrestricted by absolute poverty, meets its just and legal 
obligations without force or compulsion; dishonesty will not do 
this if it can successfully avoid it. This portion of the law, rightly 
considered, works no injustice to any, and while the effect of its 
enforcement may not by some be appreciated, " as of gentle showers 
falling alike upon the just and unjust," the object of the law in its 
equality of touch, will not, in our opinion, suffer in virtue. It is a 
good provision of law. In more than one sense the citizen is a 
debtor to the state, civilly, morally, politically and financially. 
The obligation to pay a legal and just proportion of his property 
value for the maintenance of the government, is just as sacred as a 
written obligation to pay money to his neighbor for value received, 
and the law for the enforcement of each should be alike as effective 
and certain. I would suggest, however, that the rate of interest 
on delinquent taxes, as provided in sees. 93 and 97, be lowered to a 
rate not greater than twelve per cent, per annum. 

6. I would respectfully recommend that sec. 70 of the revenue law. 
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requiring county assessors to meet at the state capital for the par- 
pose of ''formulating an uniform schedule of values," etc., be re- 
pealed. Experience of the past year has proven to me that such a 
provision of the law is of no practical advantage to state or couuty, 
but simply entails a useless expense upon the counties. 

RAILROADS — GROSS EARNINGS. 

The subject relating to the best method, or system, for the tax- 
ation of railroads is not a new theme for thought. Reference to 
this subject has been made in several reports from this department 
in years gone by. The practicability and general advantages of the 
*' gross earnings" system have also several times been urged upon 
the attention of the legislature. Were it not that I shall soon retire 
permanently from my official relations with matters of this kind, I 
probably would not feel disposed to offer suggestions for any 
change at present in the system of railroad taxation. But I feel 
that I must take this opportunity to renew my former recommen- 
dations, to w^hich reference is hereby made, for the adoption by the 
legislature of the ''gross earnings" system in the taxation of rail- 
roads. In fact, the principle can, with great advantage to the state, 
entailing no disadvantages to the taxpayer, be successfully applied 
to the taxation of other corporations, such as telegraph, telephone, 
electric light, street railways, insurance companies, etc. The system 
is simple in principle, free from any perplexing questions, and com- 
bining, we believe, more of the true elements of justice and equality 
than any other system does or can, in its application to such corpo- 
rate property, as above named. 

Another admirable feature. is its inexpensiveness, which cannot 
exceed the one- tenth part of that necessitated, relatively, by the 
prepent system of ad valorem taxation. 

The taxation of railroads under the present plan is far from 
satisfactory in its results, either to the corporate owners, or to a 
large number of citizens of counties through which the lines of rail- 
roads pass. Various standards of value as a basis of taxation arise, 
in the conflict of opinion, as to what is right and just, and any near 
approach toward agreement or reconciliation as to a proper standard, 
seems impossible. The boards of equalization are harassed with 
difficulties and are compelled often to reach conclusions upon com- 
promises, at the sacrifice of judgment, perhaps, in the absence of 
tangible facts to guide their actions. 
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Many intelligent persons insist that railroads should be taxed on 
their cost value, or on the basis of their bonded value. We believe 
this idea is wholly untenable, not to say absurd. One mile of rail- 
road costing, we may say, a half million dollars, and requiring a 
hundred times more than the average expense to keep it in good 
order and safe repair, is of no more earning value to the owners 
than a mile of road not costing five thousand dollars. As a rule, 
the inuring benefits, whatever they may be, resulting from the cost- 
lie- portions, in railroad construction, are the heritage of the travel- 
ing public, rather than as profitable to builder or owner of the 
road, in the removal of otherwise impassable barriers to intercom- 
munication. Railroads are not built alone in the interest of the 
owners. They derive their relative benefit and profits largely from 
the increased interest and prosperity or business enterprise which 
are stimulated and made productive and profitable by reason of the 
introduction of railroads into the community, and their accompany- 
ing facilitating influences. We need not enlarge upon the advan- 
tages that railroads are to the state, to communities, or to the people, 
nor for the necessity of their securing a profitable support. The 
ready discernment of this fact requires no severe strain upon the 
mental faculties. Railroad property, it may be said, is distinctively 
different from all other classes of property, and necessity seems to 
require a separate and distinct method of taxation. We believe 
the legislature would act wisely to adopt the '* gross earnings" 
system; its virtues, in our humble opinion, are unquestioned. 

COAL MINING TAX. 

In my report to the legislature two years ago, the subject of a 
coal mining tax and the creation of a special coal mining fund, the 
proceeds of which should be applied to the payment of salaries and 
expenses of coal mining inspectors, was noticed, and the attention 
of the legislature called thereto. Reference was also had to the 
existence of a similar law, previously enacted, on the same subject, 
and the reasons for its ceasing to be enforced. 

The present revenue law, as introduced and passed by both housea 
of the last legislature, contained a provision (sec. 43) substantially 
re^nacting the territorial law of 1883 on that subject. This section 
(43), I regret to say, failing to receive the approval of the acting 
governor, was vetoed, and the object sought, of saving to the state 
—23 
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a sam of DOt less than six thousand dollars for each fiscal term, 
defeated. 

The object of the law, as indicated above, is simply to create a 
fund to reimburse the slate for expenses it incurs in the super- 
visory protection to life and property of a business distinctively 
private in its nature, and to provide that said fund shall be main- 
tained and supported by or from that private business, and not be 
a subject of taxation upon the people at large, having no interest 
In such enterprise. It is supposed that the acting governor's veto of 
the section of the revenue law referred to was based upon constitu- 
tional grounds. It is probable the wording of the section was thus 
unfortunate. The purpose or intent of the law certainly could not 
be subjected to like objection. If such could be the legal construc- 
tion, the sooner the legislature repeals the law providing for the 
payment of salaries out of the general fund, to inspectors of coal 
mines — an enterprise as distinctively private as the running of a saw- 
mill, steamboat, railroad, or other private enterprise — the better for 
the taxpayers of the state. If constitutional objections to such a pro- 
vision of law, as disapproved by the acting governor, shall prevail, 
may they not with equal force be interposed against the state law 
which compels the protection of a private enterprise at the public 
expense of the state? I believe that this protection is right and 
eminently proper (for I am an uncompromising protectionist on 
general economic principles), but it is only right that the party di- 
rectly in interest and reaping the rewards, and who is abundantly 
able, should bear whatever burden of expense may attach thereto. 

I would, therefore, respectfully recommend, that the provisions 
of law now requiring the annual salaries of coal mine inspectors in 
this state to be paid from the general fund, be repealed, and that in 
lieu thereof a provision be enacted creating a *«coal mining fund," 
into which shall be paid by the owner, owners, or agent of each 
and every coal mine operated or worked in the state, a tax of three 
mills on each and every ton of coal sold or used from said coal 
mine. And that out of said special **coal mine fund" shall be 
paid the annual salaries, in monthly installments, of the several 
coal mine inspectors who are qualified to act under the provisions 
of the law, and for the payment of such other contingent expenses 
of a general nature, in connection with the protection of life and 
property in the operation of coal mines, as may be deemed neces- 
sary and proper. 
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PUBLIC PRINTING. 

Allasion was made in the introductory portion of this report to 
the large expenses incurred by the state in the matter of public print- 
ing. This is a subject, it is proper to say, over which the public 
printer has practically no control. The causes for this large, and 
in a measure unnecessary, expenditure of public funds are, primarily 
at least, attributable to the law, or rather to the absence of any 
proper provisions of law, restricting public institutions, offices^ 
commissioners and agents of the state, in their requisitions upon 
the state printer. 

I would respectfully recommend: * 

1. That the secretary of state, attorney general and state treas- 
urer be constituted, ex officio^ an executive board of public printing; 
that said board have complete control and management in all mat- 
ters relating to the public printing, not otherwise specially provided 
by law; that all bids for furnishing paper and binding material for 
the state printing be submitted to said board, and that no contract 
shall be awarded for furnishing the same except by said executive 
board: Provided^ That a majority of said board shall be competent 
to transact any business properly brought before the board. 

2. That the secretary of state, with the concurrence of at least 
one other member of the executive board of public printing, be 
given the sole authority to issue requisitions upon the state printer 
for any printing or binding required by any state officer, institu- 
tion, commissioner or agent of the state, except the legislative 
printing. 

I am confident in the belief that many thousands of dollars would 
be saved to the state by the enactment of the above, or provisions 
of law similar in effect. 

MILEAGE vs. EXPENSES. 
In the interest of "economy," I respectfully call attention to the 
subject of ** mileage and traveling expenses." In a large majority 
of cases wherein officers, commissioners, or others acting for the 
state, are allowed reimbursement for *' traveling expenses" paid by 
them, the law provides that they shall receive mileage at the rate of 
ten cents per mile each way for every mile so traveled. This is 
certainly an exhorbitant allowance. Full per diem for every day 
actually employed in the service of the state, and the full amount 
of actual necessary traveling expenses incurred, should be paid by 
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the state — nothing more, nothing less. The rates of travel at this 
time over all transportation lines in the state, it is safe to say, do 
not average over five cents per mile, probably less. 

A change in our laws in this respect, to the payment of actual 
expenses, instead of mileage at the present rate, would lessen the 
rate of such expense fully one half, saving thousands of dollars to 
the state annually. I respectfully recommend that such changes be 
made by the legislature.* 

TIDE LAND LAW— DISPOSITION OF FUNDS. 

The tide land law, or laws, of the state, as they now stand upon 
our statute books, have become noted for almost everything else ex- 
cept clearness, comprehensiveness and consistency. 

It is not my purpose to make any extended reference to this law, 
or to its defects, being ex officio a member of the *' State Board of 
Equalization and Appeal," relating to tide lands, from which board 
a report to the legislature will be made, covering such matters and 
recommendations as have been deemed advisable to present. 

While there are several radical changes and much needed amend- 
ments required to completely formulate our tide land laws into a 
practical working system, easily understood and just in its re- 
sults, it is believed that this can be more readily accomplished and 
with far less dangerous results, than to attempt any radical change 
in the plans or methods of the sale or disposition of these lands. 
The ''preference right" to purchase, within certain bounds or limi- 
tations, the disposition of the proceeds arising from the sales of 
those lands, and the power of the state constitutionally considered 
to alienate lands below ordinary low tide, etc., are among the par- 
ticular features in the consideration of the subject-matters of the 
law likely to be brought to the attention of the legislature. 

In connection with the above, I desire here to notice one provis- 
ion of law relating to the disposition of funds arising from the 
sales of tide lands, which, in my judgment, is manifestly unjust. I 
refer to the act of the legislature of 1891 (Laws of 1891, p. 405), 
which provides that seventy-five (75) per cent, of the proceeds of 
the sales of tide lands within the limits, or within one mile on either 
side of any incorporated city or town in the state, shall be set apart 
and form a special fund for i nprovement of harbors, etc., of said 
towns and cities. The principal objection, perhaps, to this provis- 
ion of the law is the relative amount of the appropriation, although

it is somewhat questionable whether the appropriation is sound in 
theory. 

Experience of the past two years points quite significantly to the 
fact that the remaining twenty-five per cent, of the proceeds of such 
sales, in many instances at least, will not be sufficient to defray the 
expenses incident to the survey, platting, appraisement, and final 
disposition of those lands. The deficit, or shortage, therefore, 
must necessarily be made up from other available resources or funds 
of the state. This practically imposes taxation on the whole, * 
while, perhaps, only a minor portion are made sharers of corre- 
sponding benefits. 

Secondly, the tide lands of the state stand in the nature of a her- 
itage for the benefit of all the inhabitants thereof, and the proceeds, 
when sold, should be devoted to such purposes and objects bene- 
»ficial alike to every citizen and taxpayer of the state. In the dis- 
position of the net proceeds of all sales of tide lands, I believe, it 
would be more in harmony with just government and equitable 
principles of law that they be devoted to the improvement and 
enlargement, as necessity demands, of our state institutions, espe- 
cially those which have not been provided for by the general gov- 
ernment, or which, though remotely provided for, require immediate 
aid from the state. This would, in my judgment, be equitable and 
just, alike to all citizens and taxpayers of the state. 

SCHOOL LANDS. 

APPRAISEMENT, INVESTMENT OF FUNDS, ETC. 

It is my purpose to make only a few brief remarks on the above 
subjects. They come more properly within the province of the 
state land commissioner (who is ex officio chairman of the school 
land commission) to consider. The management of the school 
lands should be exclusively under the control of the state land com- 
missioner and an advisory board of state land commissioners. So, 
also, with respect to the state ''granted lands," tide l^nds, etc.; 
but unfortunately the authority having the control and supervision 
of these lands is divided, and hence much confusion and embarrass- 
ment, greatly detrimental to the state's best interests, are the re- 
sult. 

The state land commissioner will doubtless submit a complete 
report in respect to the difficulties now existing under the state 
land laws, and suggest such remedial measures for their removal 
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as I am convinced, will be wise and proper. Being quite familiar 
with his views on the subject, and knowing his ability to" present 
them in a clear and impressive light, I respectfully commend them . 
to the legislature. 

In this connection, I shall only briefly refer to the question of 
investment of state school funds. 

By the provisions of the state constitution the investment of the 
permanent school funds of the state is limited to national, state, 
county and municipal bonds. Under existing conditions, in re- 
spect to these securities, only one of the particular class mentioned 
is at this time available for school fund investment, and that, 
probably, as an adequate means, is quite limited in duration, for 
profitable investment. If all the securities provided for by the 
constitution were accessible, it is not likely that any difficulties 
would soon arise in the way of safe and profitable investment of all . 
permanent school funds, for several years to come. But the pres- 
ent law, approved March 28, 1890, provides that the school funds 
shall be invested in county bonds only. It is exceedingly doubt- 
ful-, indeed, whether the legislature could, without an amendment 
to the state constitution, give adequate relief for the difficulty that 
now seems to confront us in this respect; for we believe the only 
available means it could add would be municipal bond securities, 
which are not always considered desirable. While it is doubtless 
expedient and best that the present law be so amended that no re- 
strictions be placed upon any class of security provided in the con- 
stitution, it must be apparent that neither national nor state bonds 
are now available. National bonds cannot be obtained readily at 
any reasonable figure; the state has no bonds for sale. The desired 
relief, in my judgement, can only come in the way above indi- 
cated, namely, first, by amendment to the constitution, to be fol- 
lowed by legislative provision enlarging the opportunities for such 
investment, through other channels of safe and unquestioned 
security. 

If, during the past two years, the state school land commission 
could have been permitted to invest the permanent school funds as 
they accumulated, in state warrants, which are drawing ten per cent, 
per annum interest, the expedient would have resulted in a consid- 
erable increase to the current school fund, and also provided a sure 
guarantee for safe investment for quite a large portion of the school 
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fnndsr now lying idle in the treasury, approximating the sum of one 
hundred thousand dollai's. 

Since making my notations on this subject, I' have had the pleas- 
ure of reading the remarks of our state superintendent of public 
instruction, contained in his able and valuable report for the past 
biennial term, touching this question. His views are practically 
in accord with my own, and I respectfully recommend them to the 
favorable consideration of the legislature. 

UNIVERSITY LAND AND BUILDING COMMISSION. 

The legislature of 1891 passed an act creating **a board of uni- 
versity land and building commissioners. '^ It is due to the state, 
and perhaps also to this department, that some reference be made 
in this report to the work of said board of building commissioners, 
and to the law creating it. 

The board of university building commissioners will doubtless 
submit a full and detailed report of its operations under the law, 
and the progress made in the work. 

The objects of the law, prime and remote, are quite compre- 
hensively set forth in its several provisions; which, briefly stated, 
were to authorize the sale of the ten acre tract of land^ situated 
within the city limits of Seattle, now known and occupied as the 
site of the "University of Washington;" to select a more eligible 
and desirable location upon which to erect the state university 
buildings, and to authorize the construction of those buildings Upon 
a scale of plans larger, more commodious and better adapted to the 
growing educational necessities of the state, and as affording greater 
advantages than the university premises now in use can offer to 
the general public. 

To the board of university land and building commissioners was 
instructed the sale of the ten acre tract of land referred to, and the 
entire control and management of the work of construction, together 
with all such matters of detail preliminary and incident thereto, as 
seemed proper to carry into effect the full intent of the law. 

By reference to the provisions of the law it will be seen that no 
appropriation of money was made by the legislature for any pur- 
pose whatever connected with the proposed erection of the new uni- 
versity building, or for expenses incident to their construction, 
except the money received from the proceeds of the sale of the ten 
acre university tract herein referred to, which proceeds were re- 
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quired to be paid into a '< permanent university fund," to be kept 
by the state treasurer, and disbursed on warrants issued by the 
auditor upon accounts certified to him as provided by sec. 1 of the 
law. 

The board of building commissioners entered upon its official 
duties during the month of April, 1891. Very much of the work 
of the board was of a preliminary nature. This was continued 
and prosecuted with more or less activity until about October 9, 
1891, when the entire work was suspended. The immediate cause 
of this suspension of the work was the refusal of the state auditor 
to issue any further warrants on the ''university fund" until the 
question of the legality of such warrants was judicially determined. 
An official communication was addressed to the board of building 
commissioners to this effect, under date of October 1, 1891. 

The position of the auditor was that the only appropriation of 
moneys made by the legislature for the payment of any expenses 
connected with the construction of the new university buildings, 
were the receipts derived from the sale of the ten acre university 
tract of land hereinbefore referred to. Even this, as a legal appro- 
priation, was, in his judgment, subject to much doubt. But the 
board of university land and building commissioners, having defin- 
itely decided not to sell the said ten acre tract, left no possible 
source or appropriation upon which warrants for any expenses in- 
curred in connection with the construction of the university build- 
ings could legally be drawn. 

Before any warrai;its were issued on the university fund, the 
auditor was consulted by and his views on the question made 
known to the commissioners, which were to the effect that, while 
doubts existed as to the legality of the appropriation, there was no 
uncertainty as to the intent of the legislature. That as soon as, the 
funds derived from the sale of the ten acre tract referred to were 
paid into the university fund, they could be made available (unless 
stopped by process of law) toward the liquidation of Expenses in- 
curred by the board in the prosecution of the work. I also gave 
the board assurances of my hearty support in all legal ways possible 
in the furtherance of their work. And it being definitely under- 
stood, without question, at this time, that the ten acre university 
tract was to be sold as provided by law, I consented, upon urgent 
solicitation, to issue warrants to facilitate the preliminary work of 
the board, for a time, in advance of the receipts of university money 
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coming into the treasury and being applicable to the payment of 
such expenses. 

During some weeks prior to the suspension of the work, several 
personal interviews were had with three or more members of the 
board of building commissioners, and the views of the auditor re- 
specting the determination of the board not to sell the university 
land referred to, and the consequent absence of any appropriation 
of funds to meet the expenses of the board which were being in- 
curred, were fully and distinctly made known to those gentlemen. 
I was clearly of the opinion that it was the duty of the board to 
sell the university ten acre tract, or to cease from any active duty 
toward tiie construction of the university buildings. The failure • 
of the one necessitated the other course. The auditor is not per- 
sonally or officially unfriendly toward that magnificent enterprise, 
contemplating the construction of the university buildings on so 
grand a scale. He regrets the necessity that compelled his action 
in refusing to issue any further warrants oi^ the university fund; 
but, in view of the fact of the refusal of the board of commissioners 
to sell the ten acre tract of university land, as provided by law, 
thereby defeating the evident and unmistakable purpose of the law 
in providing the means for the redemption of the warrants issued, 
the situation became seriously embarrassing, and there seemed to be 
no alternative course to pursue than to refuse to issue the warrants 
requested. 

I would respectfully recommend that an appropriation be made 
from the general fund of the treasury sufficient to cover the amount 
of warrants issued and the amount of audited indebtedness incurred 
by the commissioners, the full amount of which will, in due time, 
be reported to the legislature by the state auditor. 

I would further recommend that the law be so changed that the 
further services of the board of university land and building com- 
missioners be discontinued, and that the duties now devolving upon 
said board be assigned to the board of university regents; and, also, 
that no further steps be taken toward the erection of the university 
buildings, as now provided in the law, until sufficient means shall 
have been provided for successfully carrying on the work of con- 
struction to completion. 

STATE GRANTED LAND. 
The above subject will also, I am informed, receive consideration 
from the state land commissioner, who is ex officio chairman of the

** state land commission." The act providing for the selection of 
granted lands was passed by the last legislature. (Laws 1891, p. 
399.) In this law a few important amendments are required, which 
will be specially referred to by the state land commissioner. The 
principal features outlined in the law are unobjectionable. It is 
defective in some of its working details, but the principal objection 
is the absence of any provision making an appropriation for ex- 
penses to be incurred in the selection of state lands, or the payment 
of filing fees for lands selected and approved. Without cash to pay 
these filing fees, the law was practically »dead letter on the statute 
book. The governor and state auditor have deposited, on their 
» individual responsibility, the sum of four thousand dollars, a state- 
ment of which, with amount expended, will be shown by the report 
of the state land commissioner. 

FISH COMMISSION FUND. 

Under the provisions of an act of the legislature ( Session Laws, 
1889-90, page 108), a special fund of the state treasury was cre- 
ated, called *'the fish commission fund." Into this fund is re- 
quired to be paid one-fourth of all the moneys — or more properly 
the net proceeds of all moneys — collected for violations of the fish- 
ing laws of the state. 

It is not stated in this act for what purpose this fund may or can 
be applied, nor is any provision made for its disbursement. At the 
date of this report there has accumulated in this fund the sum of 
11,220.20, as shown on page 30, under Exhibit *<M." I would re- 
spectfully recommend that, in the interest of economy, the moneys 
coming into this fund should either be applied toward the salary 
and expenses of the fish commissioner and his deputies, or that the 
'*fund" be abolished, and all moneys collected under the law be 
paid into the general fund of the treasury and made available for 
the redemption of state warrants. 

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

The general appropriation act of March 7, 1891 (Laws 1891, p. 
222), contains a provision appropriating fifty thousand (50,000) 
dollars, "for making geological and mineralogical survey of state, 
and making and publishing maps and reports of the same." It 
was supposed by many persons, perhaps, that this work should be 
carried on by or under the general superintendence and directions 
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of the ** mining bureau." Acting under this impression, the 
mining bureau made preparations for the work, incurring an 
expense to the amount of $6,442.22, against the state. Upon in- 
vestigation and careful consideration of the question, I became 
thoroughly satisfied that there was no general or specific provision 
of law that would legally authorize the mining bureau, or any 
other party or parties, to supervise or carry on the work as desig- 
nated in the appropriation clause above referred to. I therefore 
deemed it a duty I owed to the state, as auditor, to refuse to honor 
the vouchers of the mining bureau for the expenses incurred in 
preparations for carrying on the work as above stated. 

Not being satisfied, in respect to the ruling of the auditor, the 
case was brought before the supreme court in a mandcmius pro- 
ceeding, instituted by H. E. Parrish. The position taken by the 
auditor was sustained by the court. (See vol. 2, page 491, Wash, 
state reports.) 

The mining bureau, I am advised, has issued certificates of in- 
debtedness for the amount of the claims outstanding in the above 
relation, viz., $6,442. 20, which, in my opinion, the legislature should 
honor and provide for their payment, as these claims are, in a large 
degree at least, due to innocent parties, who can ill afford to suffer 

the loss. 

STATE INTEREST— WHAT SHALL IT BE ? 

The question of the reduction of the legal rate of interest on 
state warrants, or the floating debt of the state, is a subject of no 
little importance, deserving, in my opinion, the earnest considera- 
tion of the legislature at the approaching biennial session. 

That the present rate of ten per cent, interest, paid by the state 
on its warrants, or audited indebtedness, is exorbitant and not justi- 
fiable upon reasonable or economical grounds, admits of no ques- 
tion. The interest paid on state warrants during Jthe past two 
years amounts, in round numbers, to sixty thousand (60,000) dol- 
lars. This does not include the interest which has accumulated 
up to the date of this report on outstanding warrants, the amount 
of which is greater than at any time in the history of the territory 
or state. 

It is no wonder that our state warrants are eagerly sought after 
at a premium, as soon as issued, at from a half to one and a half 
per cent. All ** moneyed men" seeking investment can have no 



I doubt of the certainty and absolute security of our WasTiington 
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state paper, and in my judgment every doUar of its legal issue 
would invite ready investment and acceptance at six ( 6 ) per cent, 
per annum. 

It seems to me a question of the utmost importance, in the finan- 
cial interest of the state, that the legislature take immediate action 
in this matter, in the passage of a law fixing the legal rate of in- 
terest on state indebtedness at a sum not greater than six ( 6 ) per 
cent, per annum. 

Suppose, for illustration, that the rate of legal interest was 
no greater than six per cent, two years ago; the result would show, 
at this time, a saving to the state of at least four-tenths of the amount 
of interest paid; or, equaling a sum of not less than $24,000. 
Indeed it would be relatively jE;reater than the sum mentioned, for 
the state debt would be that much less in amount, and also less the 
amount of accrued interest thereon. 

I have no doubt the legislature will fully comprehend the im- 
portance of this subject and give it that favorable attention its 
merits demand. 

EXPENSES WITHOUT APPROPRIATION. 

This subject has been incidentally referred to in several portions 
of this report. In my report to the legislature two years ago, 
attention was called to the fact that several laws had been enacted 
by a previous legislature, committing the state to obligations in the 
expenditure of moneys, without making any provisions by appro- 
priation to liquidate such expenses. Some of the most important 
laws, affecting vital interests of the state, passed by the last legis- 
lature, are subject to the same objection. In fact, this failure to 
provide the necessary appropriations to enable those who are en- 
trusted with the administration of the state laws to carry them oiit, 
has not only caused much perplexity and annoyance in efforts to 
successfully ihanage its fiscal affairs, but placed the state in an atti- 
tude greatly embarassing to its financial interest, present and pro- 
spective. 

The state constitution, art. viii, sec. 4, to which special reference 
was made in my last report, expressly provides that "no money 
shall ever be paid out of the treasury of the state, or any of its 
funds, or any funds under its management, except in pursuance of 
an appropriation by law." It further provides that every stfch ap- 
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propriation <* shall distinctively specify the sum appropriated, and 
the object to which it is to be applied." 

In very many instances, some of which are vitally important, 
these provisions of the constitution have been so completely ig- 
nored as to preclude the possibility of carrying out the provisions 
of the law, or of giving them force and effect without appealing to 
private sources for the necessary funds to do so. 

These defective laws, by close examination, may be found upon 
many pages of our statute books. Reference is made to the follow- 
ing: The act relating to granted lands, filing fees and compensa- 
tion to land cruisers; act relating to ventilation of coal mines, 
examiners per diem and expenses; act in relation to tide lands, ap- 
praisers' compensation and expenses incident thereto; act for the 
relief of innocent purchasers of university lands; act in relation to 
the university land and building commission, etc. 

I also call attention to the acts of the legislature levying special 
taxes on property valuations of the state for the payment of interest 
on the state bonds and for the support of the state militia. In the 
former instance provision is made for levy of the tax, which, ** when 
collected, shall be known as the 'interest fund,' and shall be applied 
solely to the payment" of said interest; but the law makes no spe- 
cific appropriation of the amount, as provided by the language of the 
state constitution and ruling of the supreme court. In the latter 
case, relating to the state militia, the rate of tax levy is provided 
for and a special fund created, from which **so much thereof as 
may be necessary is appropriated to carry out the provisions of the 
act." This provision also fails to meet the requirement of the con- 
stitution, as no specific amount is mentioned. 

f he attention of the legislature is respectfully called to the fore- 
going matters, and such remedial legislation requested as their 
importance requires. 

CENSUS. 

The law in relation to the public census, or enumeration of the 
inhabitants of the state, is confusing and uncertain in its provisions. 
Reference was had to this subject in my last report to the legisla- 
ture (October 31, 1890), but no action was taken in the matter. 
The territorial Code of Washington (sec. 2*752), referring to the 
duties of assessors, provides, **that it shall be his duty at the time 
of making his annual assessment in 1883, and biennially thereafter, 
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to take a census of all the inhabitants of their respective counties," 
etc. This law does not appear to have been repealed. 

The act of the state legislature (p. 302, Laws 1890), in relation 
to counties, and regulating the compensation of county officers, 
contains the following provision: *<The several counties of this 
state are hereby classified according to their population as will be 
ascertained by the federal census of 1890, and thereafter every two 
years by the county or precinct assessors' enumeration of the census 
of the different counties," etc. This is in the nature of an inci- 
dental provision in respect to the census, implying that enactment 
had been, or would be, made, requiring the census to be taken "every 
two years" after the year 1890. No such act has been passed. The 
above provision appears, however, to be in conflict with the law of 
1883. The state constitution, in relation to the census, contains the 
following provision: 

"That the legislature shall provide by law for an enumeration of the 
inhabitants of the state in the year 1895, and every two years thereafter." 

The above and foregoing contain all the provisions of law rela=- 
tive to taking the census. It will be seen at a glance that remedial 
legislation is necessary. In view of the apparent conflicts of the 
law on the subject, and the further fact that an enumeration of the 
census in odd numbered years (as the law of 1883 provides) would 
be impracticable, and comparatively useless, as affording correct 
data for the re-apportioning of the members of the legislature which 
meets at the beginning of alternate odd numbered years. I omitted 
the census enumeration in 1891, and caused it to be taken this year, 
1892, which is at least in harmony with the act in relation to coun- 
ties above referred to, and in my judgment serves a better purpose 
to the state. I respectfully invite the attention of the legislatui^ to 

this subject. 

CONCLUSION. 

With the foregoing report submitted and in the hands of the leg- 
islature, my official relations as accounting officer of the state will 
cease. It can not be reasonably supposed, with an experience of 
over thirteen years, that the labors and responsibilities incident to 
the duties of this department have been free from perplexity, tax- 
ing annoyances and severe trials of patience; and while the results 
of my efforts to protect and promote the best interests alike of the 
citizen and the state, having due respect to the law, have not been 
-as satisfactory in some instances as I could desire, I trust I may 
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be pardoDed for indulging the thought that the administration of 
this department, though imperfect, has not been a failure. 

The state at this time is in a prosperous and remarkably healthy 
condition, notwithstanding the imperfect condition of some of our 
statutory laws. Its resources are rich in character, vast in extent, 
and almost limitless in variety. With a wise and judicious code of 
laws, frugal and economical management, the material and impor- 
tant interests of the state must continue to grow and prosper, and 
ultimately — possibly in the near future — take its well earned posi- 
tion as a star of the first magnitude in the constellation of states of 
our grand and glorious union. 

In retiring from the department, and my official relations with 
the state, I respectfully invite the legislature to a careful and criti- 
cal examination of the books, official papers and public accounts re- 
lating to the fiscal affairs of the state; also to the letter correspond- 
ence and the methods of conducting the official business of this 
department.

To the Honorable the Members or the State Board of Equalization in and 
for the State of Washington, holding their regular annual session at 
Olympia, the capital of said state : 

Comes now the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, by the under- 
signed, its general tax commissioner, and respectfully represents to your 
honorable body as follows: 

First: That it is a corporation created by an act of congress of the 
United States, approved July 2, 1864, and authorized to operate railroads 
and transact all business within the terms of its charter within the State 
of Washington; that it now owns within said state, or is operating therein, 
nine hundred and thirty and two-tenths miles of railroad; that of this 
mileage five hundred and thirty-five and one-tenth miles is the main line 
of said company, located and built upon its right-of-way granted by con- 
gress under and included within the act above mentioned; that the 
balance, to wit, three hundred and ninety-five and one-tenth miles, consti- 
tute branch lines of railroad, connecting with its main line. 

Second: That the aforesaid three hundred and ninety-five and one-tenth 
miles of railroad was constructed by corporations other than the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company, but since their construction have been 
and now are being operated by the said Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Third: That by the terms of the charter creating and empowering said 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company to perform its functions (which char- 
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ter is the act above referred to), the above mentioned main line of said 
railroad is exempt from taxation to the extent of two hundred feet in 
width on each side of the main track of said railroad, and all ground 
occupied by station buildings, workshops, depots, machine shops, switches, 
sidetracks, turntables and water stations; and also its roadbed, tracks, 
buildings, substructures and superstructures situated upon said right-of- 
way, or upon any part thereof, and used in the operation of said railroad; 
that notwithstanding this exemption, the said company has since the ad- 
mission of this state adopted the policy and practice of paying, without 
prejudice to its rights and reserving the same (which it hereby does in 
submitting this petition), a reasonable tax upon its said main line and 
properties exempt aforesaid, and has pursued this policy solely and only 
because it has at all times since the admission of this and other states 
through which the line runs been and still is willing to bear its part of 
the public burden, in the way of taxation, so long as the taxation of its 
main line is on a basis which said company can reasonably comply with 
rather than to resort to litigation with the people of the state who are 
its patrons, and whose interests, together with said company's, in the de- 
velopment and building up of the state are and should be mutual. 

Fourth: Your petitioner respectfully submits that any tax upon its 
branch lines above mentioned, based upon a valuation in excess of $4,500 
per mile, would be an unjust, unreasonable and unfair tax, as such a val- 
uation would be in excess of the true value per mile of said branch lines. 

Fifth: Your petitioner further represents that all of said mileage, both 
of main line and branch lines, has been assessed for the year 1801 by the 
various taxing officers of the several counties in which said lines are lo- 
cated at an average valuation largely in excess of said sum of $4,500 per 
mile; the valuation varying in the several counties from $4,000 to $10,000 
per mile. Wherefore your petitioner represents and prays that said 
branch lines of railroad be equalized by said board at no higher uniform 
valuation than $4,500 per mile, and that as to the assessment and equal- 
ization of said main line mileage, said company, expressly reserving all 
rights under said clause of exemption, prays that such other and further 
reductions in the assessed valuation thereof be made by said board, by 
and on account of the exemption of said main line, as a compromise of 
the legal questions arising under said claim of exemption, and for other 
reasons to be stated in detail on the presentation of this petition, to such 
a valuation as may to your honorable body seem fair, just and reason- 
able, taking into consideration all the peculiar circumstances surrounding 
the assessment on the main line of this railroad company; which circum- 
stances, and the questions arising in making such assessment, necessarily 
differ materially from those arising in connection with the assessment of 
the branch lines above referred to, or in the assessment of any other lines 
in the state.

Gentlemen — The undersigned, the tax agent for the Union Pacific 
System, Pacific Divisiotf, would respectfully represent and petition you as 
follows, to wit: 

First: That the "Union Pacific System" is a general term used to 
designate all the companies under every name and style of which the 
Union Pacific Company holds control, or in which it has such interest, 
either as the owner or lessee, as to entitle it to the management thereof, 
whether railroad, steamboats, steamships or other properties. 

Second: That the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, with all 
its subsidiary companies, to wit, the "Walla Walla & Columbia River 
Railroad Company," the "Oregon Railway Extension Company," the 
"Columbia & Palouse Railway Company," the "Mill Creek Lumber & 
Flume Company," the "Cascade Portage Railway Company," and the 
"Washington & Idaho Railroad Company," are subsidiary companies of 
the said "Oregon Railway & Navigation Company," and as such were 
leased by the said Oregon Railway & Navigation Company, together with 
its own original properties, for a term of ninety-nine years, to the Oregon 
Short Line & Utah Northern Railway Company, which were and are sub- 
sidiary to the Union Pacific Railway Company. 

Third: That portion, at least, of the railroads of each of said com- 
panies above named as subsidiary to the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company are situated within this said state, and the assessed valuation 
of which properties you are now called upon to equalize as provided for 
under section 71 of the revenue laws of said state. For greater con- 
venience, these several roads, for the purposes of assessment and taxation, 
are designated the Oregon Railway & Navigation Company's railroads 
only, and the length and location, as well as the classification of each of 
which, is here given by its junction with other lines and by the terminus, 
to wit: Main branch line, from the junction at Pendleton, Oregon, with 
main line to Spokane Falls, Washington, a total distance of 261 ;2 miles, 
of which 245.7 miles are in Washington, should be considered in your clas- 
sification as of the second class. The line from Umatilla Junction in Ore- 
gon, where it connects with main line, to Walla Walla, via Wallula, a 
distance of 58.6 miles, 33.6 miles of which are in Washington; also, the 
line from BoUes Junction to Dayton, a distance of 13 miles; also, line 
from Star buck to Pomeroy, a distance of 29.5 miles; also, the road from 
Winona Junction to Scltice Junction, a distance of 47.7 miles; also, the 
road from Colfax to Moscow, a distance of 28.7 miles, 25.6 miles of which 
are in Washington; and, also, the line from Tekoa to Mullen, a distance 
of 86.9 miles, 2.1 miles of which are in Washington, should be all con- 
sidered as of the third class. The line of road from Connell Junction 
with the Northern Pacific, to LaCrosse Junction, a distance of 53 miles; 
also, the narrow gauge road from Walla Walla Junction to Dudley, a 
distance of 13.4 miles, and the (Cascade Portage Road, 7 miles, should all 
and each be considered as of the fourth class, and valued accordingly. 
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^ A tabulated statement of counties, mileage and classiiieatiou of all 
these roads, so far as they are within this state, are as follows, to wit:

The above classification shows the comparative value of the several 
roads as compared with each other, and as compared to a through or main 
line, as nearly as it is practical to make the same by division of all roads 
into four classes. The valuation made by county assessors, as you are 
aware, from the abstract from assessment rolls from the several counties 
differ widely from each other, and in some instances from the true and 
fair valuation of the property. I, therefore, petition you to equalize and 
adjust these valuations to such a sum as in your judgment shall be equal 
and uniform, so far as possible, in'every part of the state, not only with 
respect to this particular class of property, but with all properties that 
are subject to assessment and taxation. For this purpose, after having 
given the subject careful and impartial consideration, I ask you to fix a 
valuation on right-of-w^ay, trac,k, substructures and superstructures which 
support the same, at a sum, per mile, measured on the line of main track, 
which shall not be in excess of $4,500 per mile on roads of second class, 
$4,000 per mile on roads of third class, and $2,500 per mile on roads of 
fourth class, and that if a more extended classification is made, that the 
fourteen and two-tenth miles in Walla Walla county and the seven miles 
in Skamania county, enumerated as of the fourth class, and which are 
narrow gauge roads of inferior quality, be placed in a lower class and at a 
lower valuation. The rolling stock belonging to this system has been ap- 
portioned by the superintendent of this division, under oath, and the val- 
uation fixed at $605 per mile. I believe this has been accepted by the 
county officials, and this valuation is not questioned. This, however, 
does not apply to the narrow gauge roads; that rolling stock is treated 
as local, and has been so assessed. All other properties, of course, are 
subject to the same conditions as other properties in the counties, and 
will raise, fall or remain in valuation with the property of the same class 
owned by individuals. 

I file with you a map, showing the lines of the Oregon Railway & Navi- 
gation Company's roads, marked in blue. This will enable you to see at 
a glance the location of these roads, both with reference to the county 
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lines and with reference to other roads, whether owned by this company 
or other and competing corporation8. 

I also tile with you a time table of the Union Pacific System, Pacific 
Division, which gives the mileage between different points. You will 
notice this table does not include the narrow gauge roads. These are 
run occasionally, sometimes semi-occasionally.

Railroads of the fourth class are assessed at the rate of $3,500 per mile.

Monday, September 26, 1892. 

This being the time and place fixed by law for the convening of 
the State Board of Equalization of taxes, the following named per- 
sons, designated by law as such board, met at the office of the state 
auditor, to wit, T. M. Reed, state auditor, ex officio chairman of the 
board; W. T. Forrest, commissioner of public lands; Allen Weir, 
secretary of state. 

On motion of W. T. Forrest, Allen Weir was chosen secretary of 
the board. 

After due consideration, the following rules of last year for the 
government of the board were adopted, in addition to the rules pre- 
scribed in sec. 'Zl of the revenue law, approved March 9, 1891: 

RULES GOVERNING THE StATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 

OF TAXES. 

[Adopted September 26, 1892.] 

Rule 1. Sessions will be held daily, Sundays excepted, until final ad- 
journment. 

Rule 2. Hours: The board will convene at 10 a. m., and continue in 
session until recess or adjournment for the day. 

Rule 3. Order of procedure: The clerk will prepare a docket for daily 
use, containing a list of the counties in the state arranged in alphabetical 
order.

At request of S. F. Arthur, Wednesday, September 28, at 10 a. m, 
was named as a time for hearing of Spokane county in relation to 
assessments in said county. 

On motion, board adjourned until 3 p. m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Board met at 3 o'clock. Present: All members. 

Minutes of meeting of yesterday, also as to tlie forenoon of this 
day, were read and approved. 

Mr. James Smith, of Adams county, appeared and made a state- 
ment with reference to assessed values of said county, stating that 
such values had been fixed at about the full value of the property 
in cash. 

Mr. Benj. Ettleson appeared before the board and presented the 
matter of real estate values in Lincoln county, asking a reduction 
of 15 |)er cent, in such values. 

Mr. W. H. Gorham appeared before the board and arranged for a 
hearing later as to certain railroad values, and as to assessed values 
of Kitsap county. 

On motion of W. T. Forrest, the 7th of October was fixed as the 
date of hearing argument as to assessed values in King county, upon 
request of Assessor Paul, of said county. 

On motion, board adjourned until to-morrow at 10 a. m. 
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Wednesday, September 28, 1892. 

Board raet at 10 o'clock a. m. pursuant to adjournment. Pres- 
ent: W. T. Forrest and T. M. Reed. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved. 

J. E. Gandy presented the matter of real estate values in Spo- 
kane county, and asked that the assessment of said county be al- 
lowed to remain as returned by the county board. 

A statement in writing setting forth facts in relation to values 
in said county was presented and placed on file, as follows: 

Olympia, September 28, 1892. 
To the Honorable State Board of Equalization : 

We, the representatives of Spokane county before your honorable 
board, represent that Spokane county's assessment, as returned by the 
board of equalization of Spokane county, is as high as is consistent with 
our resources and present values. While it shows a reduction in the ag- 
gregate, we believe it is still high. We would call your attention to the 
fact that almost all the counties show a reduction, and in some cases a re- 
duction much larger in proportion to the assessed values than Spokane 
does. 

The board of Spokane county made a reduction of twenty-five per 
cent, on real estate but of a much less cut on personal property. We 
wouUi call the attention of your honorable board to the fact that the 
northern and northeastern part of Spokane county is almost all pine, 
sandy lands, covered with small pine of but very little value, and is al- 
most all surveyed and assessed. This accounts for our general average 
being as low as it is, in part, and the still further fact that the live or six 
townships in the southwestern part of the county are almost all broken, 
scabby lands, also adds to the depreciation of our general- average. 

W e would call your attention to the fact that Columbia county, one of 
the best counties in Eastern Washington, shows a general average of but 
a little more than Spokane; also to the fact that Walla Walla county has 
returned a separate value for the railroad lands of $1.95 per acre and $9.20 
for the other lands, while if the average had been made on all lands it 
would be lower than Spokane county, while it is much better on the whole 
than Spokane county. 

The northern part of Spokane is very similar to Stevens county, which 
fihows,a general average of $2.60 per acre. The western portion of Spo- 
kane county is very similar to Lincoln, which shows an average of $2.88 
per acre. 

In view of the foregoing facts, we would ask your honorable body that 
the assessment of Spokane county remain as returned by the county board.

State Board of Equalization met at 10 a. m. pursuant to adjourn- 
ment. Present: All members. 

Minutes of meeting of 28th inst. were read and approved. 

A. S. Watt, tax agent of the Union Pacitic Railroad Company, 
appeared before the board and made statement and argument relative 
to values of said company's property within the state, also filed 
the following statement with the board, and asked the privilege of 
another hearing later on: 

To the Honorable Board of Equalization in and for the State of Washington, 
now in session under the revenue laws of said state, at Olympia, this 
30th day of September, 1892: 

The Union Pacific System, by the undersigned, its tax agent for Pacific 
Division, would respectfully call your attention to a paper tied with you 
on October 9, 1891, for history and composition of this company, and of 
the lines of railway within this state that have been assessed therein un- 
der the general name of Oregon Railway and Navigation Company, which 
is also shown by the tabulated statement compiled under direction of 
State Auditor Reed, showing mileage and assessment of the several rail- 
roads within the state by the assessors in the several counties thereof for 
current year. ' 

These assessments show a varying valuation on standard gauge rail- 
roads running from $1,500 per mile in Pierce county, to $10,000 in the 
counties of Skagit, Stevens and Thurston. Between these extremes the 
valuations vary in other counties. There is certainly great diiference in 
the value of different lines within the state; for which reason a complete 
classification of the different roads should be made. 

In proof that the present valuations are unequal and unjust to the rail- 
road interests in your state, present and prospective, I would call your 
attention to the fact that whilst the aggregate valuation of the real and 
personal property within the state is some $45,372,190 less this year as 
returned by the counties than as equalized by this board for 1891, the 
same counties have returned a valuation of $5,814,344 on railroad tracks 
in excess of the equalized valuation made by you on this property for 
said year 1891; one county — Kittitas — yet to be heard from, which will 
swell the excess to about six and one-fourth millions. It is true that quite 
an addition has been made to the mileage of railroads within the state 
during the last year, but it is also fair to presume that this increase has 
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not more than kept pace with the increase of other property therein dur- 
ing the sanae time. Hence, the valuation of railroad property for this 
year, as made by you for 1891, would be far in excess of the equality as 
made by you at that time. 

Speaking specitically in regard to the property of the Oregon Railroad 
& Navigation Company, on which taxes are paid by the Union Pacitic 
System, would say, this company paid in 1891 on some418 miles standard 
gauge railroad at a valuation of $5,300 per mile, or on $2,215,400 other 
railroad property valuation in addition to the above. The total tax paid 
by this company on railroad property for the year 1891 within this state 
was $40,318.14. Some of these lines of road, notably the road from Con- 
nell Junction on the line of the Northern Pacitic Railroad in Adams 
county, running through Adams, Franklin and part of Whitman, a dis- 
tance of 53 miles, has no earning value whatever; is operated at an ex- 
pense equal to the entire cost of operation; would be abandoned and the 
rails taken up were it not that it is held by the bondholders as their nom- 
inal security. In other places there are two branches owned by the com- 
pany competing for the same business. I refer to the Pleasant Valley 
branch in Whitman county (47.8 miles), and the Wallula branch in Walla 
Walla county (33 miles), 80.8 miles that divide the business with the main 
line. 

That the entire system is an unprofitable property and is operated at a 
loss to the Union Pacific Company is evidenced by the fact that the net 
earnings of the three years last past have failed to pay the agreed annual 
lease value of the property by over $1,000,000 per year on the average. 
The annual reports of the directors to the stockholders of the several 
companies comprising the Union Pacific system shows a net loss on 
Oregon Railroad & Navigation Company property as follows, viz.: 

For year 1889 $744,422.58 

For year 1890 1,789,190.48 

For year 1891 1,126,948.88 

Total for three years $3,660,561.94 

These figures refute conclusively the common opinion among county 
assessors and others that this is valuable property — profitable to the 
owners. The property is practically owned by the Union Pacific System 
under a ninety-nine years' lease, for which it pays an annual rental of 6 
per cent, on a value as agreed upon between the contracting parties — 
this much to show the inequality of the assessment of railroad property 
as compared with other property within the state for current year. 

In the classification made by your board for 1891, 1 would call your at- 
tention to the fact that the roads were divided into four difl^erent classes, 
but thtit nearly 90 per cent, of the roads and their values were placed in 
the first class. It is conceded that it is diflicult to classify these roads ac- 
cording to their absolute values, but for the roads that I represent I would 
refer you to the classification which was prepared for 1891, on page 13 of 
proceedings of board for that year, and to the reasons therein given. 

This company has built no roads within the state during the past year, 
neither has it made any valuable improvements on existing roads; the iron 
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has been reduced in value by the ordinary wear, ties and bridges by the 
ordinary decay. The narrow gauge portage railroad in Skamania county 
has not been operated for about a year; practically it is abandoned — can- 
not be used without being almost entirely rebuilt. The same may be 
said, although, perhaps not to the same extent, of the narrow gauge road 
in Walla Walla county. The rates at which these roads are returned are 
in excess of their values. Respectfully submitted.

To the Honorable the State Board of Equalization in and for the State of Washington, holding 
their regular annual, session at Otympia, the capital of said state : 

Comes now the Northern Pacific Railroad Company by the under- 
signed, its general tax commissioners, and respectfully represent to your 
honorable body as follows: 

I. 

That it is a corporation created by an act of congress of the United 
States, approved July 2, 1864, and authorized to operate railroads and 
transact all business wuthin the terms of its charter within the State of 
Washington (formerly Territory of Washington ); that it now owns within 
said state, or is operating therein, 969 miles 4,065 feet of railroad; that of 
this mileage 537 miles and 3,985 feet is the main line of said company, 
located and built upon its right-of-way granted by congress under and in- 
cluded within the act above mentioned; that the balance, to wit, 396 miles 
and 2,040 feet, constitute branch lines of railroad connecting with its main 
line. 

II. 

That the aforesaid three hundred and ninety-six miles and two thou- 
sand and forty feet of railroad was constructed by corporations other 
than the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, but since their construction 
have been and are now being operated by the said Northern Pacific Rail- 
road Company under tariff contracts with such owners. 

III. 
That by the terms of the charter creating and empowering said North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company to perform its functions (which charter is 
the act above referred to), the above mentioned main line of said railroad 
is exempt from taxation to the extent of two hundred feet in width on 
each side of the main tract of said railroad, and all ground occupied 
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by station buildings, workshops, depots, machineshops, swjtches, side- 
tracks, turntables and water stations; and also its roadbed, tracks, 
buildings, substructures and superstructures situated upon said right-of- 
way or upon any part thereof and used in the operation of said railroad; 
that notwithstanding this exemption the said company has, since the 
admission of this state, adopted the policy and practice of paying, with- 
out prejudice to its rights, and reserving the same (which it hereby does 
in submitting this petition), a reasonable tax upon its said main line and 
properties exempt as aforesaid, and has pursued this policy solely and 
only because it has at all times since the admission of this and other 
states through which the line runs, been and is still willing to bear its 
part of the public burden in the way of taxation so long as the taxation 
of its main line is on a basis which said company can reasonably comply 
with, rather than to resort to litigation with the people of the state who 
are its patrons, and whose interests, together with said company's, in the 
-development and building up of the state, are, and should be, mutual. 

IV. 
Your petitioner respectfully calls the attention of your honorable 
board to the following facts and figures with respect of the assessed val- 
uation of property in the State of Washington, as equalized in 1892 by the 
■county boards, and returned to your honorable board, as compared to 
the valuation upon the same classes of property as equalized by your 
honorable board in the j^ear 1891, to wit:

That in the assessment for the year 1892, as returned to your honorable 
board, an unjust discrimination has been made against that class of prop- 
erty denominated as railroad track, and your petitioner respectfully 
shows that in order to equalize said class of property denominated as 
railroad track, and place the same upon an equal footing with the assess- 
ment of other property in the state, the valuation of the same per mile 
should be reduced at least 15 per cent, below the valuation fixed thereon 
by your honorable board in the year 1891. 

VI. 

Your petitioner respectfully submits that any tax upon its branch lines 
above mentioned, based upon a valuation in excess of $4,000 per mile, 
would be an unjust, unreasonable and unfair tax, as such valuation would 
be in excess of the true valuation per mile of said branch lines, as com- 
pared to the assessed valuation of other taxable property in the State of 
Washington. 

VII. 

Your petitioner further represents that all of said mileage, both of 
main line and branch lines, has been assessed for the year 1892 by the 
various taxing officers in the various counties in which said lines are lo- 
cated at an average valuation largely in excess of said sum of $4,000 per 
mile; the valuation varying in the several counties from $4,000 to $10,000 
per mile, wherefore your petitioner represents and prays that said branch 
lines of railroad be equalized by said board at no higher uniform valu- 
ation than $4,000 per mile, and that as to the assessment and equalization 
of said main line mileage (said company expressly reserving all rights 
under said claim of exemption), prays that such other and further re- 
ductions in the assessed valuation thereof be made by said board by and 
on account of the exemption of said main line as a compromise of the 
legal questions arising under said claim of exemption, and for other rea- 
sons, to be stated in detail on the presentation of this petition, to such a 
valuation as may to your honorable body seem fair, just and reasonable, 
taking into consideration all of the peculiar circumstances surrounding 
the assessment of the main line of this railroad company; which circum- 
stances, and the questions arising in making such assessment necessarily 
differ from those arising in connection with the assessment of the branch 
lines above referred to, or in the assessment of any other lines in the 
state.

TotJie Honorable the State Board of Equalization of the State of Washington: 
Gentlemen — Representing the Oregon Improvement Company, I beg 
leave to present the following petition for a reduction in the assessment 
of the railroads owned and operated by them, as returned to you by the 
county commissioners of the several counties, and to submit as briefly as 
possible a few facts and figures on which this application is based. 
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KING COUNTr. 

The Columbia & Puget Sound Railroad, located iii this county, is a nar- 
row gauge road, constructed from Seattle to the coal mines of the com- 
pany, located at Franklin and Coal Creek; the first nine miles, from 
Seattle to Black River Junction, is used jointly with the Northern Pacific, 
this company owning one rail, the Northern Pacific two, and is assessed 
as follows: 

Seattle to Black River Junction $5,000 a mile. 

Black Kiver Junction to Franklin 6,000 a mile. 

Benton to Coal Creek 4,000 a mile. 

An averag:e of about 95,400 a mile. 

The assessed valuation for 1891 was $4,500 a mile, which was too high 
for this class of railroad, as compared with other roads in the state. 

The assessed valuation of other property in King county, as compared 
with the assessment of 1891, is as follows:

A reduction of over 12 per cent, in the assessment of other property 
in the county, while railroads have been raised fully one-third. 

We respectfully ask a reduction of the assessment of this road propor- 
tionate with the assessment of other property in the county, and especially 
on the nine miles from Seattle to Black River Junction, where we own 
but one rail. 

SKAGIT COUNTY. 

The Seattle & Northern Railway, a st^^ndard gauge road running 
from Anacortes to Hamilton in this county, a distance of thirty-six miles, 
constructed with light rail at a cost of more than one-third less than the 
Seattle & Montana Railroad, where heavy steel and first-class equipment 
were used, is assessed at $8,000 a mile, while in 1891 the same new road 
was assessed at $5,000, the assessment for this year being nearly double 
that of 1891, notwithstanding the wear and tear of one year's use, and the 
great depreciation of all other property in the county, as follows:

JEFFERSON COUNTY. 

The Port Townsend division of the Port Townsend Southern Railroad, 
running from Port Townsend to Quilcene, a distance of twenty-eight 
miles, was assessed in 1891 for $4,500 a mile, and in 1892 at $5,000 a mile, 
while other property in the county the assessment was reduced as fol- 
lows :

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J. W. George appeared and addressed the board in behalf of the 
Seattle & Montana Railroad Company, and presented the follow- 
ing: 

To the Honorable Board of Equalization of the State of Washington : 

The undersigned, Seattle & Montana Railway Company, would re- 
spectfully submit to your honorable board the following facts and figures, 
^having no doubt that in the present as in the past a careful and consider- 
ate examination will be made and that a fair and equal adjustment of the 
taxes of all property will be arrived at. 

Owing to the very general financial depression the aggregate assess- 
ment of property throughout the state this year is very much lower than 
it was last year. According to the report of the board of equalization 
the assessment in the several counties of the state this year is from ten to 
forty per cent, lower than the final valuation of this board last year. 
But an examination of the records discloses this extraordinary inequality, 
namely, that while every other species of property has been assessed this 
year at a lower valuation than the same kind of property was assessed 
last year, the railroad properties — main track, side tracks and right-of- 
way — have been assessed at an increased valuation, and it is especially to 
be noted that in those counties where the greatest reduction in the as- 
sessed valuation of property has been made — a reduction often as high 
as forty per cent, from last year's assessment — the valuation of railroad 
property has been largely increased, in some counties as high as 100 per 
cent. Nothing could more plainly show a palpable discrimination against 
railroad property. A comparison of the record of assessments for last 
year with the record for this year will. I think, satisfy this honorable body 
that the fundamental law of the state, which provides that the rate of as- 
sessment and taxation must be uniform and equal, has been ignored and 
violated. Under our constitution there is and can be but one rule for the 
taxation of property. That rule is simple. It requires that all taxation 
shall be uniform and equal. 

The right-of-way of a railroad company before the road is completed 
is simply a strip of real estate; and we earnestly contend that it should 
be assessed only as such, that the assessment should be based on the aver- 
age assessment of real estate, and that any valuation exceeding that is 
unjust and unfair. 

. The side tracks of a railway company are simply aids to the road, and 
are on all our roads at the present time, on the right-of-way which has 
already been assessed as main track. The side tracks are universally 
\ made of old and worn rails, and the ties are usually culls, unfit for use 

I on main line; and the grading is usually inexpensive as compared with 

main line. Therefore we claim that $1,000 per mile is not less than a fair 
valuation for side tracks. 

According to the classification of roads under which this board is pro- 
ceeding, the Seattle & Montana Railway would not come within the first 
class as it has no connection with any transcontinental road; and in view 
of the low valuation on all other property in this state, we think that the 
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vahialion should be at least 10 per cent, lower than it was last year, that 
is, if the valualion was right last year, and the railways are not to be dis- 
criminated against. 

Now, in regard to the widening of the right-of-way at depots for the 
convenience of passing trains and for freight accommodations, it seems 
to us that all such lands should be included in the right-of-way for the 
main track. They are lands for the uses and purposes of the railway. 
They cannot be sold or cut up into lots or blocks; neither can they be 
fenced nor put to any use to bring revenue like any other real property. 
It must be plain, therefore, that, in justice between the different roads in 
this state, no discrimination should be made; and if one road, and that 
one having more miles than any two or three roads in the state, has a- 
right-of-way 400 feet wide exempt from taxation, it certainly is not fair 
to levy an extra tax on other roads for the enlarged width they are re- 
quired to have in a few places to do the railway business. 

Railway property is peculiar in that its value has no relation to its 
cost. The coslliest portions bring less revenue and usually are far more 
expensive to maintain. This extra expense of maintenance has to be 
made from portions of the road least expensive to construct. For in- 
stance, a tunnel through the mountains may be costly to construct and 
cosily to maintain, and yet the revenue is on the wrong side, and if the 
railways depended on those portions for their revenue few roads would 
be constructed.

H. Y. Thompson appeared, representing the Fairhaven & Southern 
Railroad Company, addressed the board and filed the following: 

Seattle, October 1, 1892. 
To the Honorable the State Board of Equalization, State of Washington, hold- 
ing its annual session at Olympia, Washington, September, 1892: 

Gentlemen — In pursuance of the understanding which I had with the 
board on yesterday, when I concluded such remarks as I had to make^t 
that time on the subject of taxation, I present you herewith such reasons 
as occur to me at the present time vvhy the assessment to which I referred 
should be equalized and reduced below the assessment returned by the 
county assessors. I appear before the board especially as the representa- 
tive of the Fairhaven & Southern Railroad, but for the purpose of illus- 
trating the points which I desire to make may incidentally refer to the 
Great Northern line in the state and to the Seattle & Montana and to the 
Portland & Puget Sound roads, because I am more familiar with them 
and can state the facts more accurately concerning them than I can with 
other roads in the state. 

The Fairhaven & Southern Railroad Company has completed and in 
operation in Whatcom county 34.55 miles of main line and 6.27 miles of 
side track. It has in the county of Skagit 18.75 miles of main line and 
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6.24 miles of side track. It extends from a point oii the international 
boundary line between the United States and British Columbia, at the 
town of Blaine, soytherly to the Skagit river, with a branch line of about 
six miles in length extending to the Skagit Coal and Transportation 
Company's mine? near the Skagit river. At the northerly end it connects 
with the Now Westminster Southern Railroad line, which extends north- 
erly to a point on the Fraser river opposite the city of New Westminster, 
and has no connection with any other road at that point. The only con- 
nection which the Fairhaven & Southern Railroad Company has on its 
entire line is with the Seattle & Montana at a point in Skagit county 
known as the Fairhaven & Southern Junction. At this point I refer to 
the Seattle & Montana, not because I am especially its representative, but 
for the purpose of showing that the Fairhaven & Southern is not con- 
nected with any transcontinental line, even in an indirect way. The 
Seattle & Montana extends southerly to the city of Seattle, having in 
Skagit county 16.1 miles of main line with 2.5 miles of side track. In 
Snohomish county 27 miles of main line with 1.83 miles of side track, 
and in King counfty 6.91 miles of main line and 2.39 miles of side 
track, terminating at the city of Seattle and having no connection at that 
point or elsewhere throughout the entire length of the line with any trans- 
continental line in operation. 

Referring to your classification of railroads of last year, and which, 
I assume, -will be the classification for this year, I find that the Fairhaven 
& Southern and the Seattle & Montana were both assessed last year aa 
first class roads, when in faet, as I view your classification, they should 
have been assessed last year as third class, and should be so assessed this 
year. Your first classification is, all transcontinental trunk lines passing 
through the state, and all sttindard gauge lines owned, operated, leased 
or controlled in whole or in part by any transcontinental system, the 
main trunk lines of which are situated within or without the limits of 
this state. Your second class are all standard gauge lines and their 
branches, not part of any transcontinental system, but connecting with 
a transcontinental system, while your third class includes narrow gauge 
lines and their branches connecting with a transcontinental system, and 
standard gauge lines not included in classifications one and two. Under 
the statutes of the State of Washington (see Code. sec. 1033), "all real 
and personal property in this state subject to taxation shall be listed and 
assessed every year with reference to its value on the first day of April 
' preceding the assessment." It is true that the Fairhaven & Southern and 
the Seattle & Montana will eventually constitute part of the transcon- 
tinental system, but on the first day of April, 1892, and at the present 
time, that transcontinental system is a thing in contemplation rather 
than a thing in fact, the Great Northern not owning or operating any 
transcontinental line, but only contemplating and engaged in the con- 
struction of a transcontinental line, of which, when completed, the Fair- 
haven & Southern and Seattle & Montana will constitute connecting 
lines. Neither the Fairhaven & Southern or Seattle & Montana make 
any connection with the transcontinental line. The two roads together

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simply extend from Seattle northerly to the international boundary line, 
and then by way of that line to the Fraser river, with no eojinection 
whatever. At both ends of the line they drop their fireight and passen- 
gers, and have no traffic arrangements or trackage contracts with any 
transcontinental line. There is no way to avoid the. conclusion that 
under the classification of last year both of these roads should be assessed 
as third class roads, unless you mean to so construe your classification as 
that the words "connection with a transcontinental line" shall mean 
simply running to some point where there is a transcontinental line in 
operation; and certainly such construction would be strained; and even 
that would not take the Fairhaven & Southern out of the third class, bo- 
cause it does not run to any point where there is a transcontinental line, 
and it would be a strained interpretation to say that because the Seattle 
& Montana runs to the city of Seattle, and another road which is part of 
a transcontinental system runs to the same point, that that fact, witiioiit 
any relations whatever existing between the two roads, should constitute 
the Seattle & Montana a tirst class road. 

We cannot think that the language used by the board will receive 
or bear any such construction, so that both the Seattle & Montana and the 
Fairhaven & Southern must be classed as third class roads. There is a 
great lack of uniformity; for instance, the Fairhaven & Southern is as- 
sessed in Whatcom county at $6,000 a mile, while the Seattle & Montana 
is assessed in King county at $9,000 a mile, in Skagit county at $10,000 a 
mile, and the Fairhaven & Southern is assessed in Skagit county at $10,000 
a mile, the sidetracks are assessed at $5,000 a mile in Skagit county. In 
Snohomish the Seattle & Montana is assessed at $8,000 a mile, and the 
sidetrack is assessed at $3,000 a mile, and I may incidentally refer to the 
fact that in Snohomish county the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba has 
twenty nine miles assessed at $528 a mile, while in Stevens county it is as- 
sessed at $1,000 a mile. There is so great an inequality in these assess- 
ments that they need a readjustment; and in order to constitute a legal 
assessment within the provisions of our state constitution they must be 
assessed uniformly. Of course, uniformity does not mean at the same 
exact value, but it does mean that the same basis of valuation shall be ap- 
plied to these separate properties; and I might go further from what I 
here suggest in these matters and say that there is a gross inequality, not 
only in the roads to which I refer from some personal knowledge, but in 
the general railroad system of the state in the various counties, and in 
order to avoid trouble and perhaps litigation, it seems to us wise that 
there should be a readjustment of this whole matter of railroad assess- 
ments. These assessments on the whole are much too high. They are 
above the valuation placed upon the same properties by the State Board 
of Equalization last year; and it may not be improper to suggest that it 
is within the personal knowledge of the board that all property in this 
state was assessed last year at inflated prices, and the actual values were 
not the basis of the assessments. This year all other property in the state, 
excepting railroad property, has been assessed at a rate somewhat above 16 
per cent, lower than last year, while the valuation placed upon railroad 
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property has been increased by the local assessors. This is not only an 
illegal assessment, but it is unjust and unfair. I assume without going 
into the question, as a matter of argument, that the gentlemen who con- 
stitute the Board of Equalization understand Avell the relations which 
railroad construction has borne to the development of this state in the 
past, and the necessities of the state for further railroad construction in 
order that its interests may be best subserved in the future. I will not 
contend that the existence of this fact should furnish a reason to the board 
for discriminating in favor of railroads, but it certainly is an unanswerable 
argument in favor of the proposition that the railroad companies ought 
not to be discriminated against in such a way as to discourage railroad 
building, railroad extension and railroad improvement, or to discourage 
the investment of foreign capital in enterprises which are of such vast 
benefit to the several interests of the state. 

A rate of $4,000 per mile for first class roads, with a decrease relatively 
the same as last year for second, third and fourth class would not be below 
the general assessment of property in this state for the year, and would 
constitute, in my judgment, a fair and equitable assessment on railroad 
property. I may be permitted to make a suggestion or two in relation to 
some matters which I am not directly representing, but in the principle 
of which I am interested, and with one of which I am in a way connected 
by reason of being an officer of the road. I refer more particularly to the 
Portland & Puget Sound. It has been assessed in Clarke county at $500 
a mile, and in Thurston county at $1,000 a mile. The facts are that the 
Portland & Pwget Sound Railroad Company was organized some time 
ago, and the work of constructing the line was commenced by the Union 
Pacific, and some portion of a right-of-way was secured and some work 
was done at different points along the line in the way of grading from 
Kalama to Olympia, perhaps one-third of the grade counted by miles, 
though a much less amount counted by way of expense in construction 
was made. The balance of it remains untouched. I think that no work, 
at least none of any consequence, was done in Clarke county at all. This 
is not a railroad at any point, and is not assessable under the laws of the 
state as such. There is only a small portion of the right-of-way secured. 
Whatever has been secured, of course, is real estate, and might be assessed 
as acreage property belonging to the company, but to assess it on the 
basis of mileage as a railroad is wholly unjust and unwarrantable. The 
same thing might be said of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba. It is 
assessed in Snohomish county at $528 a mile. On the 1st day of April it 
had but little right-of-way, and had no road constructed at all within that 
county. The same thing is true of Stevens county at that date. If it 
owned right-of-way at that time, its right-of-way might be assessed as 
acreage property on a uniform basis with other property adjoining it, but 
it was not a railroad and had no valuation as such at that date fixed by 
law for determining the valuation of property. I think an examination 
of the records will show that the Fairhaven & Southern and Seattle & 
Montana, the Portland & Puget Sound, and St. Paul, Minneapolis & Mani- 
toba have always been willing to comply with the laws and regulations of 
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the state. I am sure that the Fairhaven & Southern, which I represent, 
and I believe I can say the same thing of the other roads which I have 
mentioned, are not appearing before the board simply for the purpose of 
getting a reduction in the assessment in order to save the money that 
might be involved in the matter, but as these assessments go on from year 
to year, and as all of these companies are desiring to extend and improve 
their lines in order to furnish to the country the very best railroad facili- 
ties, we believe it to the interest of the state as well as to the interest of 
the companies, that a just and uniform basis of taxation should be adopted 
by the state. It is in the interests of the commerce of the country that 
this should be done. It is in the interests of the railroad companies them- 
selves, and it is in the interests of the people of the state, that taxation of 
railroads, as of all other propert.y, should be uniform and placed upon a 
just basis, in order that the people who are investing their money in enter- 
prises of such magnitude, may be able to know with some certainty the 
returns they may reasonably expect for their outlay. 

I submit these matters in connection with what I represented to the 
board in m}' oral argument, and in connection with the representations 
made by Mr. George and others representing the companies to which I 
have referred.

C. W. Dorr appeared in behalf of the Bellingham Bay & British 
Columbia Railroad Company, and addressed the board and filed the 
following: 
To the Honorable State Board of Equalization, Olympia, Wash. : 

Gentlemen — The undersigned, Bellingham Bay & British Columbia 
Railroad Company, respectfully petitions your honorable board for a re- 
duction of its assessment for the year 1892 from $6,000 per mile, as re- 
turned by the board of equalization of Whatcom county, to the sum of 
$4,000 per mile. And in support of this application refers to the oral 
arguments and statements made before your honorable body in this be- 
half. 

And further shows and states that the aforesaid assessment of $6,000 
per mile is excessive, unjust and unequal; because your petitioner be- 
lieves that it is higher than any other class of property assessed in What- 
com county. 

The railroad of your petitioner is a standard gauge road, built through 
an entirely new country upon a fifty-foot right-of way, having but a single 
track, and is but twenty-three and a fraction miles in length. It is inde- 
pendent of, and no part of, any other road or system. Under the classi- 
tication as made by your honorable board last year, this road was rated 
as of the second class, because of the fact that it connects with a trans- 
continental system, so-called. It is true that a branch of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, leaving its main line at Mission Junction in British Co- 
lumbia, thence running southerly to the boundary line between British 
Columbia and the United States, does connect with the road of your 
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petitioner so far as to afford an interchange of traffic, as any other road 
does or would which is crossed by a railroad, but your petitioner's road 
is an entirely independent road from that of the Canadian Pacific, and is 
not operated as a part of the same system and never has been. 

It seems unjust that a short road of this character should be classed as 
it was classed hist year, simply because it is possible to interchange or 
transfer any of its business with a transcontinental road. Anyroad that 
crosses the Northern Pacific, Union Pacific, or any other transcontinental 
road, might as properly be placed in this class. And we think that a 
lower class and lower schedule should be arranged for the character of 
road to which your petitioner's road belongs. 

Furthermore, there is a general reduction of a large amount in the as- 
sessment of other real property, not only in this county, but through- 
out the entire state; whereas, this railroad and other railroad properties 
have been generally assessed higher than the valuations placed upon them 
by^'our honorable board last year^ 

We do not believe that any assessment upon your petitioner's railroad, 
over the sum named, to wit, $4,000 a mile, would be just, and respect- 
full3'^ ask that the assessment be so equalized that it shall not exceed this 
sum upon the road of the undersigned.

Gentlemen— The Puget Mill Company and the Port Blakely Mill 
Company, by their attorney, respectfully represents to your honorable 
body — 

That they are the owners of upwards of five hundred thousand acres 
of land situate in the counties of Whatcom, Skagit, Snohomish, King, 
Pierce, Levvis, Cowlitz, Chehalis, Thurston, Mason, Kitsap, Jefferson,. 
Island and San Juan, and taxpayers to the extent of over $150,000 per an- 
num in the State of Washington; and that in the history of their existence 
in the Territory and the State of Washington they have never failed to 
pay their taxes in any county prior to the taxes becoming delinquent,, 
excepting the county of dnohomish for the year 1891, when the assessment 
of the.r lands in that county was so unjust and unequal that they refused 
to pay the taxes on the same. 

That their lands are chiefly valuable for timber, and that over seventy- 
five per cent, of them are of no value whatever, except for the standing 
timl)er thereon. 

That the assessment of their lands in the several counties varies from 
$5 to $20 per acre, without regard to quality or quantity of standing tim- 
ber or location. 
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That by reason of owning acreage in the several Paget Sound and Co- 
lumbia river counties they have a practical domonstraiion annually of the 
fact that the basis for valuation in these several counties is not only not 
uniform, but varies by as many times as there are counties in which their 
lands are situated. 

That by reason of such want of uniformity in the basis for valuation 
great injustice is done to them in the matter of taxation. That they paid 
in 1891 a state tax of three mills on land valued at $5 an .acre in one 
county and at $20 an acre in another county, where no difference what- 
ever existed in the value of the land, either on account of the character 
of the soil, the timber or the location. 

They respectfully petition your honorable body to make the following 
changes, and these changes are not asked that their taxes may be reduced, 
but that they may not be compelled to pay more than their due propor- 
tion. 

COWLITZ. 

A reduction on the assessment, as returned by the county board, of 25 
per cent, on acreage property, and a raise of 50 per cent, on personal 
property. This would leave the assessed valuation of the acreage 24 per 
cent., and of the personal property 32 per cent., under the figures of the 
State Board of Equalization for the year 1891; and would make a reduc- 
tion of 12 per cent, on the apjgregate assessed valuation of the county as 
returned by the county board for the year 1892.* 

JEFFERSON. 

A reduction of 10 per cent, on the assessment of personal property as 
returned by the county board. This would make a reduction of about 
20 per cent, on the assessed valuation of personal property under the 
figures of the State Board of Equalization for the year 1891, and would 
reduce the aggregate assessed valuation of the county, as returned by the 
county board, about \^q per cent. 

In explanation of the apparently large percentage of decrease on the 
assessed valuation of acreage property. I will state what the board may 
not be aware of, that it is a fact that the county board of equalization in 
1891 valued all wild lands in the county without regard to value — lands 
that were not worth 50 cents per acre. 

KING. 

A reduction on the assessment as returned by the county board of 10 
per cent, on acreage property and 10 per cent, on town and city lots. 
This would make a reduction under the figures of the state board for the 
year 1891 of about 24 per cent, on acreage propert}^ and 12 per cent, on 
town and city lots, and would reduce the aggregate assessed valuation as 
returned by the county board for the year 1892 about 8 per cent. That 
King county is assessed higher in proportion to the other large counties 
must be apparent to every member of this board. 

KITSAP. 

Should you deem wise to make a change in the assessment of Kitsap 
county, the acreage property should alone be changed. A raise of 10 per 
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cent, on the acreage property would leave the aggregate assessed valu- 
ation about 25 i)er cent, under the figures of the State Board of Equali- 
zation for, the year 1891. 

LEWIS. 

A raise of 50 per cent, upon the assessment of personal property as re- 
turned by the county board. This would reduce the aggregate valuation 
of the county under the year 1891 about 19 per cent. 

MASON. 

A raise on the personal property of 20 per cent. This would leave the 
aggregate valuation of the county about 8 per cent, under the year 1891. 

SNOHOMISH. 

A reduction on the assessment of acreage property of 10 per cent., and 
•a raise on the assessment of town and city lots of 25 per oent. This would 
equalize the values of acreage and lot property justly, and would leave 
the aggregate valuation of the county 10 per cent, over that of 1891. The 
platting of the town of Everett has greatly increased the value of real 
property in this county. 

CHEHALIS. 

A raise on the personal property of 33 per cent. This would equalize 
the assessment of real and personal property and reduce the aggregate 
valuation of the county 9 per cent, under the figures of 1891.

Walla Walla, October 4, 1892. 
State Board of Equalization, Olympia, Wash.: 

Gentlemen — We do not feel that it is necessary for us to appear in 
person before your board, but will make a short statement of our wishes 
regarding the assessment for the current year. By comparing our assess- 
ment this year with that of last, you will see that we have made an in- 
crease of $610,924 on our personal roll and an increase on our real estate 
roll of $919,552. Our personal roll is increased by the addition of $436,160 
in credits not assessed last year, making an increase over our total equal- 
ized values of last year of $1,094,316, not counting credits, which we, of 
course, expect to have canceled, or other counties in the state ordered to 
assess. The value of all personal property — horses, cattle, sheep, etc. — 
was lower this year than it has been for years, and the assessment was 
high on all such property. The better lauds in the county were raised 
over last year's assessment all they would stand, and the poorer lands left 
at about your equalized values. We feel that our county should not be 
raised in any way this year, and, in fact, when compared with the returns 
from almost all other counties in the state, we should have a reduction, 
as we see that the assessment of a majority of the counties of the state 
show a great falling off in both the real and personal rolls, and we would 
respectfully ask to have our assessment made to correspond with that of 
other counties, and would particularly call 3'our attention.to the assess- 
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ment of $486,160 in credits, asking that this amount be canceled on our 
personal roll, or that other counties be assessed for their credits. 

Of course, unless this is done, we cannot collect any of this tax, as the 
parlies interested will refuse to pay such tax, claiming that the assess- 
ment is unequal and unjust.

The following communication from W. D. Tyler, receiver of the 
Oregon <fc Washington Territory Railroad Company, was read and 
ordered filed: 

To ilie Honorable Board of Equalization of Taxes for the State of Washing- 
ton. Olympia, Wash.: 
Gentlemen — As promised, I beg leave to lay before you some facts, 
upon which I base my application for the reduction of the assessment of 
the Oregon and Washington Territory Railroad Company for this year. 
In general, the fact that the assessed valuation of real property (other 
than corporate) in this state has been very greatly reduced, while that of 
railroad companies has been increased, argues an inequitable assessment 
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to the detriment of railroad interests. This is manifestly unfair to this 
eompany, whose gross earnings for August were nearly $10,000 less than 
for the same month in 1891, and $28,508.85 less for the month of Septem- 
ber, 1893, than for the same month oT 1891. 

In Walla Walla county the local board of equalization assessed this 
company $5,000 per mile on its main track, and $8,500 on side tracks, 
while in Columbia county we were assessed $7,000 per mile. The earn- 
ings of that portion of our road lying in Walla Walla county are greater 
than of that in Columbia county, but in neither county are they sutficient 
to warrant our being put upon a par with the Union or Northern Pacific 
Railroad Companies. I enclose a time card of the Union Pacific and one 
of this company, showing the number of trains operated by the respect- 
ive companies in the same territory. For full data I would refer you to 
pages 18, 15 and 16 of the Union Pacific time card. On our Eureka Flat 
branch (19.4 miles in length), you will please note that we operate but 
one train per week (on Sunday). For the greater part of the year this 
train is run to carry water to the farmers on Eureka Flat, and it is oper- 
ated during those months at an actual loss. This year, the failure of the 
wheat crop there will operate disjistrously upon our earnings, and, in 
my judgment, this piece of track ought to be assessed as side track. 

As you are aware, this road has been in the hands of a receiver 
since last December. It was sold under foreclosure proceedings for 
97,485 per mile. Its gro^s earnings for the last year were but $1,581 per 
mile, while, to say nothing of operating expenses, its fixed charges (in- 
terest on bonds) were $1,250 per mile. 

If you decide to classify railroads as was done last year, this road should 
api)ear in either the third or fourth class. 

Trusting you will see your way clear to giving us a reduction, I re- 
main.

P. S.— If I may be allowed to suggest, I would say, $3,500 per mile for 
main track, $2,500 per mile for Eureka branch, $1,000 per mile for side 
tracks, would be. just and equitable figures.

From these figures we draw the following deductions: 
The average assessed valuation of unimproved lands in Chehalis 
county per acre is approximately 20 per cent, higher than Thurston 
county; approximately 20 per cent, higher than Lewis county; approxi- 
mately 100 i)er cent, higher tiian Pacific county, and approximately 160 
per cent, higher than Mason county; yet in Lewis county there is approx- 
imately 20,000 acres of improved lands, as against 8,000 acres of improved 
lands in Chehalis counly, the clearing of which, we uuderstand, is in- 
cluded in this assessed valuation. 

Were the cost, then, of clearing this land deducted from these figures in 
both counties, the diiference of the valuation in the two counties would be 
still further apparent. 
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It is also our judgment that the average of unimproved lands located 
in Thurston county are worth over 25 per cent, more than the average of 
unimproved lands located in Chehalis county, on account of the greater 
value of timber as regards market. 

The aggregate assessment of unimproved town lots in Chehalis county, 
as shown, is more than twice that of Lewis county, yet, judging from the 
relative size and number of the towns in the two counties, it is our opinion 
the aggregate assessment of such lots should be quite as high in Lewis as 
in Chehalis county. 

The aggregate assessment of unimproved lots in Chehalis county is 
about four times the aggregate assessment of unimproved lots in Pacific 
county, yet it is our judgment the value of such lots in Chehalis county 
is not in excess of twice the aggregate value of such lots in Pacific county. 
In extreme instances in our county, town lots are assessed at $100 per 
lot, equal to $500 per acre, whereas lands adjoining, and of equal value, 
are assessed as low as $20 per acre, and in many instances, aggregating 
not less than two millions of dollars, a similar discrimination has been 
made, and made unjustly. Town lot property in the county cannot be 
sold to-day at much in excess of one-half of its present assessed valuation, 
if at all. 

In the year 1891 we appealed to your honorable board for a reduction 
of 40 per cent, of the assessed valuation of real property of Chehalis 
county, which we think now as we thought then, would have justly 
equalized the assessment of that county as against the assessment of other 
counties of this state for that year. Had that entire reduction been made, 
the assessed valuation of our county would then have approximated the 
assessment as returned by the assessor for 1892. 

Since the assessment of 1891, property in our county has reduced in 
actual value between 40 and 50 per cent., and a just assessment this year 
would not have been more than 60 per cent, of a just assessment of last 
year, when town lots, as well as unimproved lands, are considered; but 
as against the assessment of other counties of our state for this year, we 
are of the opinion an assessment of 80 per cent, of the real value of- our 
property last year would be just as between counties. 

We are, however, content to ask your honorable board, in considera- 
tion of the facts and the premises herein stated, to grant to our county a 
reduction of 20 per cent, of the aggregate assessed value of its realty for 
the year 1892, as returned by our county board of equalization.

On motion, the following resolutions were adopted: 

Besolvedy That all railroad lines in the State of Washington be and the 
same are hereby classified by the State. Board of Equalization, for the 
purpose of taxation, as follows: 

First : All transcontinental trunk lines passing through the state, and 
all standard gauge lines owned, operated, leased or controlled, in whole 
or in part, by any transcontinental system, the main trunk lines of which 
are situated within or without the limits of this state, shall constitute the 
first class. 

Second: All standard gauge lines and their branches, not part of any 
transcontinental system, but connecting with a transcontinental system, 
shall constitute the second class. 

Third : All narrow gauge lines and their branches connecting with a 
transcontinental system, and all standard gauge lines not included nor 
comprised in classifications one ( 1 ) and two ( 2 ), in actual operation for 
freight and passenger traffic, shall constitute the third class. 

Fourth: All narrow gauge lines and all standard gauge lines not in- 
cluded nor comprised in classifications one (1), two (2) and three (3), 
shall constitute the fourth class. 

Fifth: All railroad grades or rights-of-way upon which' ties have not 
been laid shall constitute the fifth class. 

Sixth: All side tracks shall constitute the sixth class. 

On motion, the following additional resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That all railroads within this state shall be and the same are 
hereby assessed at the following rates per mile: 

Kailroads of the first class are assessed at the rate of $5,300 per mile. 

Railroads of the second class are assessed at the rate of $5,000 per mile. 

Railroads of the third class are assessed at the rate of $4,500 per mile. 

Railroads of the fourth class are assessed at the rate of 83,500 per mile. 

Railroads of the fifth class are assessed at the rate of $1,000 per mile. 

Railroads of the sixth class are assessed at a rate per mile in each case equal to 40 per 
cent, of the valuation per mile of the main line to which such side track belongs. On this 
basis, sidetracks are assessed as folloAvs : Those attached or belonging to railroads of the 
first class, $2,120 per mile; of the second class, $2,000 per mile; of the third class, $1,800 per 
mile ; of the fourth class, $1,400 per mile. 

On motion, the following resolution was adopted: 
Whereas, It is the opinion of this board that under our present reve- 
nue law notes and credits are not subject to taxation; and 

Whereas, It appears that such notes and credits have been assessed in 
the counties of Columbia and Walla Walla; therefore, be it 
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Resolved, That all county authorities be authorized to deduct assessed 
values of all credits wherein the same appear on their rolls as returned. 

On motion, the rates of increase and decrease on personal prop- 
erty as indicated in list marked Schedule "A" of this report, were 
approved and fixed. 

On motion, the rates of increase and decrease on real property, 
as indicated in list marked Schedule **B" of this report, were ap- 
proved and fixed. 

On motion, a tax for general state purposes of 2^ mills was levied 
upon all taxable property of the state, as equalized by this board. 

The state auditor notified the board that pursuant to direction of 
law he had fixed the rate of tax levy for interest on state bonds at 
one- twenty-fifth of one mill. 

The tax levy for military purposes having been fixed by law at 
one-fifth of one mill, the entire levy is as follows: 

For general state purposes 2i mills. 

For military purposes i of 1 mill. 

For interest on state bonds ^^ of 1 mill.
